“A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 


AN ACT to establish a Budget and provide for the preparation of a Bud- 
get for the Public School System of Mobile County by the Board of School 
Commissioners of Mobile County; to provide that the appropriations by such 
Board shall not exceed the income of the Public School System of Mobile 
County; to classify appropriations; to prohibit any official of any institution 
maintained in whole or in part by the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County or any department or agency of the Public School System 
of Mobile County having charge of the disbursements and expenditures of 
county funds from expending or contracting to expand any amount in ex- 
cess of such appropriation or funds; to repeal any laws or parts of laws in 
conflict herewith. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established a Budget for the Public 
School System of Mobile County for the purpose of promoting economy and 
efficiency in the finances of said Public School System. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Board of School Commissioners 
of Mobile County to prepare and adopt a Budget of the entire expenses and 
income of the Public Schools of Mobile County. Said Board shall have 
authority to demand information or records or both from any agency or 
institution of the Public School System of Mobile County. The Budget so 
prepared shall be submitted in an open meeting for final adoption for each 
year upon the first meeting in October, but the Budget for the current year 
shall be submitted at an open meeting for final adoption within ten days after 
this act goes into effect. The Budget shall show the entire expenses for 
operating the public schools of Mobile County for the ensuing year, giving 
the amount proposed to each agency, department or institution thereof, and 
shall also show the proposed revenue by means of which the appropriations 
ought to be met and giving the amount from every source of revenue sep- 
arately. The appropriations and the estimated revenues must balance each 
other, and the estimated revenue shall not be in excess of the revenue for 
the past year except revenue to be received from new and additional taxes 
or other sources. 

Section 3. The fiscal year of the government of the Public School Sys- 
tem of Mobile County shall commence on the first day of October and “end on 
the thirtieth day of September, and all agencies, institutions and departments 
of the Public School System shall use such fiscal year and equal quarterly - 
divisions thereof for the purpose of uniform accounting and reporting. 

Section 4. Each agency, institution and department of the Public School 
System of Mobile County shall file with the Board of School Commissioners 
of Mobile County not later than the fifteenth of the following month after 
each quarter a quarterly report which report shall show all receipts from 
every source and all expenditures itemized and classified in accordance ‘with 
the Budget classifications. 

Section 5. The Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County is 
authorized to make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry 
into force and effect the purposes and provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Board of School Commissioners of 
Mobile County to make appropriations in the following manner: first, for the 
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payment of all charges required by legislative act; second, for the payment 
of all interest carrying charges and sinking fund for the retirement of all 
existing indebtedness, including a sinking fund to retire any deficit not funded 
which fund shall receive from the income of said Board a sum suffficient to 
retire and pay any such deficit over a term of not more than ten years; 
third, for the operation, maintenance and support of all other departments, 
institutions, agencies and charges. If the said Board shall determine at any 
time that its total income is insufficient to make all appropriations payable 
in full in the amounts named in such appropriations, it shall be the duty of 
the Board and they are authorized and required to restrict appropriations be- 
ginning with those placed in the third classification which shall be reduced 
proportionately until such appropriations are completely extinguished, there- 
after the appropriations in classification two shall be reduced proportionately, 
and so on in this order until in the opinion of the Board the appropriations 
shall equal the estimated income, provided, however, that in event there are 
sufficient funds at the end of a fiscal year to pay all appropriations in the 
amounts named, then all appropriations shall be paid in full. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any official or employee of any insti- 
tution, agency or department maintained in whole or in part by the Board of 
School Commissioners of Mobile County, having charge of disbursements 
or expenditures or funds during any fiscal year, to expend, contract for the 
expenditure or permit the incurring of any liability in excess of the income 
and/or unexpended balance to the credit of such institution, agency or de- 
partment for such fiscal year. It shall be and is hereby made the duty of 
the Board of School Commissioners of Mobile County and any and all offi- 
cials or employees of every institution, agency or department of the Public 
School System of Mobile County to keep the expenditures and obligations 
within the amount of said income. 

Section 8. Any member of the Board of School Commissioners of Mobile 
County, or any employee or official of any institution, agency or department 
maintained in whole or in part by Mobile County violating the provisions of 
Section Seven of this Act or who shall fail or refuse to comply with the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor 
more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or imprisonment in the County 
Jail for not less than thirty (30) days nor more than six (6) months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment, and in addition thereto shall be personally 
liable and liable on his bond for the amount of the excess thus unlawfully 
expended which unlawful expenditures may be considered grounds for im- 
peachment and/or removal from office of such employment. 

Section 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage.

‘T’o fix the compensation or salaries and allowances 
to be paid to sheriffs in all counties in this State, which now have 
or which may hereafter have a population of 75,000 people and 
less than 110,000 people according to the last Federal census or 
any such census which may hereafter be taken where such sheriffs 
are constitutionally paid upon a salary basis and to regulate the 
payment of same, and to regulate the office of said sheriff, and to 
authorize, empower and require the Courts of County Commis- 
sioners, Boards of Revenue or other Courts of like jurisdiction 
to provide and furnish the said sheriffs with necessary quarters, 
books and stationery, and to provide for the payment of same. 


RESOLUTION 


Mr. Bonner offered the following Senate Resolution: Which 
was, under a suspension of the Rules, put upon its immediate pas- 
sage and adopted: 

S. R. 77. Whereas, the people of Alabama have long been 
committed to the policy of providing universal education at gov- 
ernmental expense; and, 

Whereas, both the adequacy and the certainty of appropriated 
funds are essential to efficient educational administration; and, 

Whereas, our entire public school system, from lowest school 
to highest school, is in a demoralized condition, owing to nan-pay-

ment of salaries, the release of appropriations being in arrears 
for eight to twenty-four months; and, 

Whereas, there is a widespread feeling among the people of 
the State that certain funds specifically set apart by the Consti-

Whereas, the prompt publication of full and accurate informa- 
tion regarding educational funds is necessary, not only to pro- 
mote efficient administration, but also to dispel uncertainty, sus- 
picion, and fear upon the part of all concerned; therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama that the State Treas- 
urer be, and he is hereby, requested forthwith to submit to the 
Legislature for its information and guidance a report showing: 

1. An itemized statement of receipts and disbursements of 
the Public School Fund (General Education Fund) for each of 
the fiscal years of 1930-31 and 1931-32, indicating whether any of 
such disbursements were made from moneys derived from cer- 
tified warrants that are still unpaid. 

2. An itemized statement of the receipts and disbursements 
of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund for each of the 
fiscal years of 1930-31 and 1931-32, indicating the amount derived 
from each source of receipts as provided in Section 2 of the Reve- 
nue Act of 1927, and showing the amount disbursed for each ap- 
propriation as set out in Act No. 382 of the 1927 Legislature. 

3. A statement indicating whether the revenues constituting 
the Public School Fund (General Education Fund) and the Ala- 
bama Special Educational Trust Fund were reserved and applied 
exclusively as required by law during each of the fiscal years of 
1930-31 and 1931-32.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabasma— 

SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS. 

(a) When used in this Act the word “OFFICER” shall mean 
and include all officers where a commission issued in the name 
and by the authority of the State of Alabama is required before 
entering upon and exercising the duties of their respective offices. 

(b) The word ‘ ‘Employee” or “Employees” shall mean and in- 
clude all persons receiving a salary paid out of any appropria- 
tions made by the State of Alabama or any of the several counties, 
including appropriations made to any department, board or insti- 
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tution and all other persons receiving salaries from the State and 
the several counties not included in subdivision (a) of this Section. 

(c) The word “Salary” shall mean and include any and all 
amounts received by any officer or employee, whether salary, fees, 
commissions, compensation, emoluments and ex-officio fees for 
services and all other amounts received under and by virtue of 
the office for the personal use of any officer or employee, less any 
amount paid out in the conduct of the office. 

(d) The words “Department”, “Boards”, or “Institution”, 
shall mean and include every activity of the State of Alabama and 
the several counties thereof, where public money is appropriated 
for its maintenance. 

(e) The word “Commission” shall mean the State Tax Com- 
mission of Alabama. 

(f) The word “Year” shall mean the fiscal year of the State 
of Alabama. 

SECTION 2. For the purpose of raising additional revenue to 
defray the expenses of the State Government, there is hereby levied, 
for the use of the State only, upon all officers holding any office of 
profit under the State of Alabama and the several counties thereof, 
and upon all employees of the State and the several counties thereof, 
including the executive officers and employees of all departments, 
boards, and institutions where their salaries are paid out of appro- 
priations made by the State, or the several counties thereof, for the 
fiscal years beginning October 1, 1932, October 1, 1933, and Oc- 
tober 1, 1934, an annual occupation privilege or license tax, in 
amount equal to the following schedule of rates in excess of 
$1200.00 or salaries received by such officers for the preceeding 
year, viz: 

The first $1200.00 of salary received shall be exempt. 

The next $800.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 5%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 10%, - 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 15%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 20%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 25%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 30%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 35%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 40%. 
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The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be 
at the rate of 45%. 

All over $10,000.00 of such salary shall be at the rate of 50%. 

To illustrate the above scale of salaries and the percentage 
of rate to be computed; if a person receives $5000.00 salary, the 
tax would be computed as follows: 

On the excess above $1200.00, up to $2000.00, at 5% equals 
$40.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 10% equals $100.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 15% equals $150.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 20% equals $200.00. 

This makes a total tax on the $5000.00 salary of $490.00. Offi- 
cers and employees receiving salaries of less, or greater amount to 
be taxed on the same basis as shown in above illustration. 

The tax imposed by this Act shall be paid upon the net com- 
pensation received by officers and employees enumerated in this 
Section. The net compensation shall be determined by deducting 
from the total amount of salary and/or fees received, the amount 
paid by such officer or employee for necessary expenses incident 
to his office and salaries of assistants or clerks, where the ex- 
penses incident to his office and the salaries of assistants or clerks 
are paid by the officer or employee, and not by the State or county. 

SECTION 3. It shall be the duty of every person liable for 
taxes levied under this Act to file with the State Tax Commission 
during the months of October, 1932, and during the month of Oc- 
tober in each subsequent year a statement under oath, on forms 
to be furnished by the Commission, showing in detail the amount 
of salary received by him during the preceeding year, the source 
from which it was received together with a detail statement of 
any amount paid out by him during the preceding year in the 
conduct of his office, showing for what purpose and to whom paid. 
Upon receipt of such statement, the Commission, if it finds same 
correct shall compute the tax due under this Act and notify the 
person filing such statement. 

SECTION 4. If any person taxable under this Act fails or 
refuses to file the statement herein required or if the Commission 
is not satisfied with the correctness of any statement filed, he 
shall forthwith from the best information obtainable fix the basis 
for the ascertainment of the taxes due under this Act. The com- 
mission shall have the same power and authority in the perform- 
ance of its duty required under this Act as it has under the law 
for ascertaining the amount of other occupation privilege or license 
taxes due under the general laws of the State. Any person who 
knowingly makes a false statement herein required under oath 
shall be guilty of perjury. 
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SECTION 5. The tax herein levied shall be due and payable 
in monthly installments beginning November 1st of each year. It 
shall be the duty of all disbursing officers of the State and the 
several counties to collect out-of any monies due any person liable 
for tax under this Act, the amount of the tax due by such person 
and remit same to the Commission showing the amount collected 
and from whom received. 

SECTION 6. Any person failing or refusing to pay tax levied 
hereunder shall not be entitled to the payment of any warrant 
drawn in his favor by the State Auditor or by the Governing au- 
thorities of the several counties until all other warrants outstand- 
ing against the fund upon which his warrant is drawn has been

‘ SECTION 7%. Any person liable for taxes under this Act who 
files with the Commission during the month of October, 1932, an 
instrument in writing making a voluntary reduction in his salary 
for the period covered by this Act and executing a legal waiver — 
covering such reduction, the Commission shall allow him credit 
for the amount of the voluntary reduction on the tax herein levied. 

SECTION 8. Any person failing or refusing to make and file 
the statements herein required or who fails or refuses to pay the 
tax herein levied shall be ineligible and disqualified to hold any 
office of profit under this State or any county thereof or to hold 
any position or employment under this State or any county thereof 
during the next four years beginning the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in the year 1935. ; 

SECTION 9. The license inspectors of the several counties 
of the State, when required to do so by the State Tax Commis- 
sion, shall enforce the collection of all delinquent occupation priv- 
ilege or license taxes levied under the foregoing Sections of this 
Act, and shall have all the power and authority in enforcing the 
provision of said Act as is conferred upon them in the enforcement 
of the collection of other delinquent license taxes due the State, . 
and shall receive the same fees and emoluments therefor, to be 
added to the Tax collected. 

SECTION 10. All remittances of taxes imposed by this Act 
shall be made to the State Tax Commission by bank draft, certi- 
fied check, or money order made payable to the State Treasurer, 
and shall be set apart as a trust fund for educational purposes 
only, to be designated as the “Special Educational Trust Fund” 
created and set apart for educational purposes, by Section 2 of 
the General Revenue Bill of 1927, approved July 22, 1927, and shall 
be kept separate and apart from all other funds in the State 
Treasury and shall be paid out by the Treasurer on lawful ap- 
propriations heretofore or hereafter made specifically from such 
funds by the Legislature of Alabama for educational purposes.

If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph or 
part of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not af- 
fect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of this Act, but shall be 
confined in its operation to the section, clause, sentence, paragraph, 
or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in which such 
judgment shall have been rendered. 

SECTION 12. All laws and parts of law in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 13. That this Act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after the 30th day of September, 1932, but being an 
emergency revenue measure shall expire and stand repealed on the 
30th day of September, 1935.

An act to be entitled “An Act to establish a Budget Commission and to 
provide for the preparation of a budget for Mobile County; to provide 
that the appropriations by the Board of Revenue and Road Commission- 
ers of Mobile County shall not exceed the income of Mobile County; to 
classify | appropriations; to prohibit any official of any institution main- 
tained in whole or in part by Mobile County, or any department or 
agency of Mobile County, having charge of the disbursements and ex- 
penses of county funds from expending or contracting to expend any 
amount in excess of such appropriation or funds; to repeal any laws or 
parts of laws in conflict herewith.” 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there shall be established a Budget Commission for 
the purpose of promoting economy and efficiency in the finances of Mobile 
County. The Budget Commission shall be composed of the members of 
the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama, 
all of whom shall receive compensation as now provided by law for such 
services. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Budget Commission to prepare and 
adopt a budget of the entire expenses and income of Mobile County, and 
that it shall have authority to demand information or records, or both, from 
any agency, department or institution of said county. All requests or claims 
for appropriations for any agency, institution or department of the county 
shall be made to the Budget Commission and shall be noted in the budget 
submitted to the commission whether the requests or claims are allowed or 
not. And the budget so prepared shall be submitted in an open meeting for 
finai adoption for each year on ihe firsi meciing i Ociober of each year. 
This budget shall show the entire expenses for operating the county for the 
ensuing year, give the amounts proposed to each agency, department and in- 
stitution in the county and shall also show the proposed revenue by means 
of which the appropriations ought to be met, and giving the amount from 
every source of revenue separately. The appropriations and the estimated 
revenues must balance each other and the estimated revenue shall not be in 
excess of the revenue for the past year except revenue to be received from 
new and additional taxes or other sources. 

Section 3. The fiscal year of the County Government shal! commence 
on the first day of October and end on the thirtieth day of September, and 
all agencies, institutions and departments of the county shall use such 
fiscal year and equal quarterly divisions thereof for the purpose of uniform 
accounting and reporting. 

Section 4. Each agency, institution and department of the county shall 
file with the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners not later than the 
15th day of the following month after each quarter a quarterly report, which 
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report shall show all receipts from every source and all expenditures, itemized 
and classified in accordance with the budget classifications. 

Section 5. The Budget Commission is authorized to make such rules and 
. regulations as may be necessary to carry into force and effect the purposes 
and provisions of this act. A majority of the commission shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Budget Commission to make ap- 
propriations in the following manner; first, for the payment of charges re- 
quired by legislative act including all preferred claims; second, for the pay- 
ment of all interest, carrying charges and sinking fund for the retirement of 
existing indebtedness, including a sinking fund to retire any deficit not 
funded which fund shall receive from the income of the county a sum suf- 
ficient to retire and pay any deficit over a term of not more than thirty (30) 
years; and third, for the operation, maintenance and support of other depart- 
ments, institutions, agencies and charges. If the commission shall determine 
at any time that the total income of the county be insufficient to make all 
appropriations payable in full in the amounts named in such appropriations, 
it shall be the duty of the Commission and they are authorized to restrict 
appropriations beginning with those placed in the third classification which 
shall be reduced proportionately until such appropriations are completely ex- 
tinguished, thereafter the appropriation in classification two shall be reduced 
proportionately and so on in this order until in the opinion of the Budget 
Commission appropriations shall equal the estimated income, provided, how- 
ever, that in event there are sufficient funds at the end of a fiscal year to 
pay all appropriations in the amounts named then all appropriations shall be 
paid in full. 

Section 7. It shall be unlawful for any employee or any official of any 
institution, agency or department maintained in whole or in part by Mobile 
County having charge of disbursements or expenditures or funds during any 
fiscal year, to expend, contract for the expenditure, or permit the incurring 
of any liability in excess of the income and/or unexpended balance to the 
credit of such institution, agency or department for such fiscal year. It shall 
be and is hereby made the duty of the Budget Commission and any or all 
officials or employees of every institution, agency or department of Mobile 
County to keep the expenditures and obligations within the amount of said 
income. 

Section 8. Any member of the Board of Revenue and Road Commission- 
ers or any employee or official of any institution, agency or department main- 
tained in whole or in part by Mobile County violating the provisions of 
Section 7 of this Act, or who shall fail or refuse to comply with other pro- 
visions of this act shall be guilty of misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punished by a fine of not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00 
or imprisonment in the County Jail for not less than 30 days nor more than 
six months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, and in addition thereto 
shall be personally liable and liable on his bond for the amount of the excess 
thus unlawfully expended, which unlawful expenditure may be considered 
grounds for impeachment and/or removal from office of such employment. 


Section 9. This Act shall take effect immediately on its passage.

EXHIBIT A. 
AN ACT 


To prohibit the use of steel traps and similar devices in Etowah County, Ala- 
bama and prescribe punishment for the violation of this act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation 
to use any steel trap or other similar device in Etowah County, Alabama, for 
the purpose whatsoever, except as herein expressly provided. 

Section 2, That any person violating the provisions of this act shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and the conviction shall be punished by a fine of not 
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less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars for each 
offense. 

Section 3. Provided, however, that any resident of this county may set 
such steel trap or similar device only with the curtilage of his home. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective on the approval of the Gov- 
ernor.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


The Senate proceeded to consider the unfinished business of 
the morning session, which was the bill: 

H. 449. To require and levy an occupation, license or privilege 
tax on every person who is an official of the State of Alabama, or 
who is employed by the State of Alabama, or by any department, 
agency, commission, board or institution of the State of Alabama, or 
who is an official of any county of the State of Alabama or an em- 
ployee of any county, or of any agency, board, or commission of 
said county, or who is an official or employee of any municipality 
or of any department, agency, commission, or board of any munici- 
pality, and whose compensation, either from salary or fees, exceeds 
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the sum of $1,200.00 per annum; to provide that the warrant, check 
or voucher for the payment of the salary of such official or em- 
ployee shall be for the amount of the salary or compensation less 
the said tax and that where the compensation is by fees instead of 
salary the official or employee receiving such fees shall report the 
same and shall pay into the Treasury of the State, County or Mu- 
nicipality, the amount of the said tax, and to provide for the time 
of payment of such tax.

Senate substitute for H. 449: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to require and levy an occupation, license 
or privilege tax on every person who is an official of the State of 
Alabama, or who is employed by the State of Alabama, or by any 
department, agency, commission, board or institution of the State of 
Alabama, or who is an official of any county of the State of Ala- 
bama or an employee of any county or of any agency, board, or 
commission of said county, and whose compensation, either from 
salary or fees, exceeds the sum of $1200.00 per annum; to provide 
that the warrant, check or voucher for the payment of the salary of 
such official or employee shall be for the amount of the salary or 
compensation less the said tax and that where the compensation is 
by fees instead of salary, the official or employee receiving such 
fees shall report the same and shall pay into the treasury of the State 
the amount of the said tax, and to provide for the time of payment 
of such tax. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS. 

(a) When used in this Act the word “OFFICER” shall mean 
and include all officers where a commission issued in the name and 
by the authority of the State of Alabama is required before entering 
upon and exercising the duties of their respective offices. 

(b) The word “Employee” or “Employees” shall mean and in- 
ciude ali persons receiving a salary paid out ot any appropriation - 
made by the State of Alabama or any of the several counties, in- 
cluding appropriations made to any department, board or institu- 
tion and all other persons receiving salaries from the State and 
the several counties not included in subdivision (a) of this Section. 

(c) The word “Salary” shall mean and include any and all 
amounts received by any officer or employee, whether salary, fees, 
commissions, compensation, emoluments and ex-officio fees for 
services and all other amounts received under and by virtue of the 
office for the personal use of any officer or employee, less any 
amount paid out in the conduct of the office. 

(d) The words “Department”, “Boards”, or “Institution”, shall 
mean and include every activity of the State of Alabama and the 
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several counties thereof, where public money is appropriated for its 
" maintenance. 

(e) The word “Commission” shall mean the State Tax Commis- 
sion of Alabama. 

(f) The word “Year” shall mean the fiscal year of the State of 
Alabama. 

SECTION 2. For the purpose of raising additional revenue to 
defray the expenses of the State Government, there is hereby levied, 
for the use of the State only, upon all officers holding any office of 
profit under the State of Alabama and the several counties thereof, 
and upon all employees of the State and the several Counties there- 
of, including the executive officers and employees of all depart- 
ments, boards, and institutions where their salaries are paid out of 
appropriations made by the State, or the several counties thereof, 
for the fiscal years beginning October 1, 1932, October 1, 1933, and 
October 1, 1934, an annual occupation privilege or license tax, in 
amount equal to the following schedule of rates in excess of 
$1200.00 of salaries received by such officers for the preceeding 
year, viz: 

The first $1200.00 of salary received shall be exempt. 

The next $800.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 5%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 10%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 15%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 20%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 25%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 30%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 35%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 40%. 

The next $1000.00, or fraction thereof, of such salary shall be at 
the rate of 45%. 

All over $10,000.00 of such salary shall be at the rate of 50%. 

To illustrate the above scale of salaries and the percentage of 
rate to be computed; if a person receives $5000.00 salary, the tax 
would be computed as follows: , 

On the excess above $1200.00, up to $2000.00 at 5% equals 
$40.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 10% equals $100.00. 

On the next $1000.00 at 15% equals $150.00. 
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On the next $1000.00 at 20% equals $200.00. 

This makes a total tax on the $5000.00 salary of $490.00. Officers 
and employees receiving salaries of less, or greater amount to be 
taxed on the same basis as shown in above illustration. 

The tax imposed by this Act shall be paid upon the net com- 
pensation received by officers and employees enumerated in this 
Section. The next compensation shall be determined by deducting 
from. the total amount of salary and/or fees received, the amount 
paid by such officer or employee for necessary expenses incident to 
his office and salaries of assistants or clerks, where the expenses 
incident to his office and the salaries of assistants or clerks are 
paid by the officer or employee, and not by the State or county. 

SECTION. 3. It.shall be the duty of every person liable for 
taxes levied under this Act to file with the State Tax Commission 
during the month of October 1932, and during the month of 
October in each subsequent year a statement under oath, on forms 
to be furnished by the Commission, showing in detail the amount of 
salary received by him during the preceeding year, the source from 
which it was received together with a detail statement of any 
amount paid out by him during the preceding year in the conduct 
of his office, showing for what purpose and to whom paid, Upon 
receipt of such statement, the Commission, if it finds same correct 
shall compute the tax due under this Act and notify the person 
filing such statement. 

SECTION 4. If any person taxable under this Act fails or re- 
fuses to file the statement herein required or if the Commission is 
not satisfied with the correctness of any statement filed, he shall 
forthwith from the best information obtainable fix the basis for 
the ascertainment of the taxes due under this Act. The commis- 
sion shall have the same power and authority in the performance 
of its duty required under this Act as it has under the law for 
ascertaining the amount of other occupation privilege or license 


be guilty of perjury. 

SECTION 5. The tax herein levied shall be due and payable 
in monthly installments beginning November Ist of each year. It 
shall be the duty of all disbursing officers of the State and the 
several counties to collect out of any monies due any person liable 
for tax under this Act, the amount of the tax due by such person 
and remit same to the Commission showing the amount collected 
and from whom received. 

SECTION 6. Any person failing or refusing to pay the tax 
levied hereunder shall not be entitled to the payment of any war- 
rant drawn in his favor by the State Auditor or by the Governing 
authorities of the several counties until all other warrants outstand- 
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ing against the fund upon which his warrant is drawn has been 
aid. 

SECTION 1%. Any person liable for taxes under this Act who 
files with the Commission during the month of October 1932, an in- 
strument in writing making a voluntary reduction in his salary for 
the period covered by this Act and executing a legal waiver cover- 
ing such reduction, the Commission shall allow him credit for the 
amount of the voluntary reduction on the tax herein levied. 

SECTION 8. Any person failing or refusing to make and file 
the statements herein required or who fails or refuses to pay the 
tax herein levied shall be ineligible and disqualified to hold any 
office of profit under this State or any county thereof or to hold 
any position or employment under this State or any county thereof 
during the next four years beginning the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in the year 1935. 

SECTION 9. The license inspectors of the several counties of 
the State, when required to do so by the State Tax Commission, 
shall enforce the collection of all delinquent occupation privilege 
or license taxes levied under the foregoing Sections of this Act, 
and shall have all the power and authority in enforcing the provi- 
sions of said Act as is conferred upon them in the enforcement of 
the collection of other delinquent license taxes due the State, and 
shall rceive the same fees and emoluments therefor, to be added to 
the Tax collected. 

SECTION 10. All remittances of taxes imposed by this Act 
shall be made to the State Tax Commission by bank draft, certified 
check, or money order made payable to the State Treasurer, and 
shall be set apart as a trust fund for educational purposes only, to 
be designated as the “Special Educational Trust Fund” created and 
set apart for educational purposes, by Section 2 of the General 
Revenue Bill of 1927, approved July 22, 1927, and shall be kept 
separate and apart from all other funds in the State Treasury and 
shall be paid out by the Treasurer on lawful appropriations hereto- 
fore or hereafter made specifically from such funds by the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama for educational purposes. Any State treasurer 
who pays out any funds derived from special school taxes or taxes 
levied under this Act except upon warrants legally drawn against 
said fund for educational purposes shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

SECTION 11. If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph or 
part of this Act shall for any reason be adjudged by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment shall not af- 
fect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of this Act, but shall be 
confined in its operation to the section, clause, sentence, paragraph, 
or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in which such 
judgment shall have been rendered. 
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SECTION 12. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 13. That this Act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after the 30th day of September 1932, but being an 
emergency revenue measure shall expire and stand repealed on the 
30th day of September 1935. 

Mr. Hildreth offered the following snenauient to said substi- 
tute, to-wit: 

Amend the Teasley substitute for House Bill No. 449 as fol- 
lows: 

1. By changing the schedule of rates specified in Section 2 of 
said bill so as to make the same read as follows:

All over $6000.00 of such salary received shall be at the rate of

To illustrate the above scale of salaries and the percentage of 
rate be computed; if a person receives $5000.00 salary, the tax 
would be computed | as follows: 

On the excess above $1200.00, up to $2000.00, at 10%, equais 
$80.00 ; 

On the next $1000.00 at 15% equals $150.00; 

On the next $500.00 at 20% equals $100.00; 

On the next $500.00 at 25% equals $125.00; 

On the next $500.00 at 30% equals $150.00; 

On the next $500.00 at 35% equals $175.00 

Total tax paid on salary of $5000.00 would be $780.00 

Which was adopted. 

Mr. Bonner then moved that said substitute as thus amended be 
laid on the table, which motion was lost.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE 


To the President and Presiding Officer of the Senate: 

Your Committee of Conference heretofore appointed on the disagreement 
of the two Houses on the Senate Substitute for H. No. 481, beg to recom- 
mene as follows: 

We recommend that the Senate recede from its substitute for Section 
Ten 10) of said H. 481, as heretofore adopted by the Senate. 

2. We recommend that the Senate adopt the following Section Ten (10) 
as an amendment to H. 481, in lieu of Section Ten (10), as heretofore substi- 
tuted and adopted by the Senate: 

“Section 10. Gross Income Defined (Individual). The term “gross in- 
come” as used herein: (1) Includes gains, profit and income derived from 
salaries, wages, or compensation for personal services of whatever kind, or in 
whatever form paid, including the salaries, incomes, fees or other compensa- 
tion of State, County and Municipal officers and employees, or from profes- 
sions, vocations, trades, business, commerce or sales or dealings in property, 
whether real or personal, growing out of ownership or use of or interest in 
such property; also from interest, royalties, rents, dividends, securities or tran- 
saction of any business carried on for gain or profit and the income derived 
from any source whatever. The amount of all such items shall be included in 
the gross income for the taxable year in which received by the taxpayer un- 
less under the methods of accounting permitted in this Act any such amounts 
are to be properly accounted for as of a different period; but (2) does not in- 
clude the following items which shall be exempt from income tax under this 
Act; (a) Amounts received under life insurance policies and contracts paid by 
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reason of the death of the insured. (b) Amounts received (other than 
amounts paid by reason of the death of the insured) under life insurance, en- 
dowment or annuity contracts, either during the term or at maturity or upon 
surrender of the contract, equal to the total amount of premiums paid thereon. 
(c) The value of property acquired by gift, bequest, demise or descent, (but 
the income from such property shall be included in the gross income). (d) In- 
terest upon obligations of the United States or its possessions; or securities is- 
sued under the provisions of the Federal Farm Loan Act, of July 17, 1916; 
or bonds issued by the War Finance Corporation; (e) Any amount received 
through accident or health insurance, or under any workmen’s compensation 
Act as compensation for personal injuries or sickness, plus the amount of any 
damages received, whether by suit or agreement on account of such injuries 
or sickness, or through the war risk insurance act, or any law for the benefit 
or relief of injured or disabled members of the “military or naval forces of the 
United States. (f) Salaries, wages and other compensation received from 
the United States by officers or employees thereof, including persons in the 
military or naval forces of the United States. (g) Interest on obligations of 
the State of Alabama and any county, municipality, or other political subdi- 
vision thereof. (3) “The term “gross income” from whatever source derived 
within this State” shall mean and include all of such income arising from 
sources within the State whether paid to residents or non-residents including 
interest on bonds, notes or other interest-bearing obligations of residents, cor- 
porate or otherwise, and all amounts received (although paid under a con- 
tract for the sale of goods or otherwise) representing profits in the manufac- 
ture and disposition of goods within the State of Alabama. “It shall also 
mean and include interest, dividends or other forms of income from and gains, 
or profits realized upon the sale, exchange or other disposition of all forms of 
intangible personal property owned by or held anywhere in or without the 
State of Alabama for the account of any resident or domestic corporation.” 
And that the House concur in said amendment. 

. We recommend that the Senate recede from its substitute for sub- 
section Two (2) of Section 11% of said H. 481 as heretofore adopted by the 
poate and in lieu of said sub-section Two (2) adopt sub-section Two (2) as 
ollows: 

“(2). Discovery. Value in Case of Mines, Oil and Gas Wells. In the 
case of mines, oil and gas wells discovered by the taxpayer on or after Jan- 
uary 1, 1932, not acquired as the result of a purchase or a proven tract or 
lease where the market value of the property is materially disproportionate to 
the cost the depletion allowance shall be based upon the fair market value of 
the property at the time of the discovery or within thirty days thereafter.” 
And that the House concur in said amendment. 

4. We recommend that the Senate recede from its substitute for sub- 
section (b) of Section 13, of said H. 481, as heretofore adopted by the Senate 
aud im leu of said sub-scciiun (b) adupi sub-seciion (b) as foiiows: 

“(b) Amounts received as dividends from national banks or national 
banking associations or from corporations engaged in the business of bank- 
ing or financial business employing moneyed capital coming into competition 
with the business of National Banks and also net income realized by indi- 
viduals and partnerships from time to time in the business of banking and of 
conducting a financial business employing moneyed capital coming into com- 
petition with the business of National Banks only during and for the periods 
during which such national banks, corporations, individuals and partnerships 
are subject to an excise tax imposed by this State on or with respect to such 
income, and dividends paid by any such corporation out of income subject to 
such excise tax. Provided, however, the exemptions under this subsection (b) 
shall only apply to dividends received from corporations and/or institutions 
while paying a State tax on its net income under the laws of Alabama.” And 
that the House concur in said amendment. 
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5. We recommend that the Senate recede from its Substitute for Section 
30, of said H. 481, as heretofore adopted by the Senate and in lieu of said Sec- 
tion 30, adopt Section 30 as follows: . 

“Section 30. Assessment of Income Taxes. The income tax provided 
for in this Act shall be assessed and fixed as hereinafter provided by the 
State Tax Commissioner and upon blanks in the form to be prescribed by 
the State Tax Commissioner. 

Provided, the amount shown to be due by the taxpayer’s return shall con- 
stitute and create a prima facie liability for such amount on which taxes shall 
be paid as herein provided. 

Provided, further, that “assessment” or “assessed” herein used shall refer 
to and mean the final determination of the amount found to be due by the 
State Tax Commissioner. 

Provided, further, that the mailing of the income tax blanks to persons 
liable for the tax herein provided, shall be the only notice required to be given, 
except where the amount as finally fixed by the State Tax Commissioner shall 
be different from the amount shown to be due by the return as made by the 
taxpayer. 

Provided, further, that the failure to receive such blank shall not relieve 
any person required to make a return, from making such return, of the pen- 
alties for failure so to do or liability for tax. 

Provided, further, that where the State Tax Commissioner determines 
that the amount due is different from that shown by the taxpayer’s return, 
notice of such different amount shall be given to taxpayer by registered mail, 
return receipt required, giving the taxpayer notice of the amount so fixed and 
the State Tax Commissioner shall fix a day, not less than fifteen days from 
date of such notice, for hearing any protest of taxpayer. The time and place 
of such hearing shall be designated in such notice. Upon hearing such pro- 
test or if the taxpayer fails to appear on the day set, the State Tax Commis- 
sioner shall finally fix, determine and assess the amount of tax due and notify 
the taxpayer thereof by registered mail. Within sixty (60) days from the 
date of mailing the letter advising the taxpayer of such assessment the tax- 
payer may upon paying the tax appeal from such assessment to the Circuit 
Court of Montgomery County sitting in Equity by filing notice of appeal with 
the Secretary of the State Tax Commission and with the Register of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Montgomery County which shall hear and determine the case 
and enter judgment for the taxpayer if he is not liable for any part of the 
tax so assessed or for such part of the tax as the Court shall determine was 
overpaid by the taxpayer. On a judgment of the Circuit Court of Montgom- 
ery County either the State or the taxpayer may appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals or to the Supreme Court as in civil cases within sixty (60) days from 
the rendition of judgment. In the event the taxpayer is successful the amount 
of tax shall be promptly refunded to him with four (4) per cent, per annum 
interest thereon trom the date of payment by him and if not so refunded may 
be credited by the taxpayer on any subsequent tax due by him to the State.” 
And that the House concur in said amendment. 

6. We recommend that the Senate readopt all other amendments to said 
bill and that the House concur in and adopt the same and that the Senate 
and House again pass said bill as amended.

This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

In reference to and to further provide for the general 
revenue of the State of Alabama.

The Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation reported the 
following amendment to said bill, to-wit: 

Amend House Bill 82 by striking out Section 1 of said Bill and 
insert in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 1. That in addition to all other taxes of every kind 
now imposed by law and which are not specifically repealed by this 
Act, every person, firm, corporation, club or association, within 
the State of Alabama, who sells and/or stores and/or receives for 
the purposes of distribution to any person, firm, corporation, club 
or association within the State of Alabama, cigars, cheroots, stogies, 
cigarettes, smoking tobacco, or any substitute therefor, either or 
all, shall pay to the Stae of Alabama for State purposes only, a 
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license or privilege tax which shall be measured by and graduated 
in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, firm, cor- 
poration, club or association in Alabama. 

There is hereby levied license or privilege taxes on articles con- 
taining tobacco’ enumerated in this Section the following amounts: 

(1) Little Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of to- 
bacco, or any substitute therefor, and weighing not more than three 
(3) pounds per thousand, One ($0.01) cent for each ten (10) cigars, 
or fraction thereof. 

(2) Cheroots, Stogies, Etc—Upon cigars of all descriptions 
made of tobacco or any substitute therefor, retailing for three 
($0.03) cents each or less, one ($1.00) dollar per thousand. 

(3) Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than three ($0.03) 
cents each and not more than five ($0.05) cents each, two ($2.00) 
dollars per thousand. 

(4) Cigars.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than five ($0.05) cents 
each and not exceeding eight ($0.08) cents each, three ($3.00) dol- 
’ lars per thousana. 

(5) Cigars——Ufon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than eight ($0.08) 
cents each not not exceeding ten ($0.10) cents each, five ($5.00) 
dollars per thousand. 

(6) Cigars.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than ten ($0.10) cents 
each an¢@ not exceeding twenty ($0.20) cents each, ten ($10.00) dol- 
lars per thousand. 

(7) Cigars—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, 
or any substitute therefor, retailing for more than twenty ($0.20) 
cents each, thirteen-fifty ($13.50) dollars per thousand. 

(8) Cigarettes—Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco or any 
substitute therefor: upon each package retailing for five ($0.05) 
cents, or less, one ($0.01) cent; upon each package retailing for 
more than five ($0.05) cents each, an additional one ($0.01) cent for 
each five ($0.05) cents or fractional part thereof of the retail sell- 
ing price in excess of five ($0.05) cents; 

(9) Smoking Tobacco—Upon all smoking tobacco, including 
granulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and 
forms of tobacco prepared in such manner as to be suitable for 
smoking in a pipe or cigarette; upon each package retailing for five 
($0.05) cents, or less, one ($0.01) cent; upon each package retailing 
for more than five ($0.05) cents each, an additional one ($0.01) 
cent for each five ($0.05) cents or fractional part thereof of the re- 
tail selling price in excess of five ($0.05) cents; 
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(a) Whenever in this Section reference is made to any manu- 
factured tobacco products, manufactured or imported to sell at a 
certain price, as the basis for computing the tax, it is intended to 
mean the ordinary, customary, or usual price paid by the consumer 
for each individual cigar, package of cigarettes, package of smok- 
ing tobacco, or any other tobacco products taxable under this Act. 

(b) When the retail or selling price is referred to in this Act as 
the basis for computing the amount of stamps required on any 
articles, it is intended to mean the retail or selling price of the 
article before adding the amount of the tax. 

(c) When any articles or commodities subject to tax in this 
Act are given as prizes on punch boards, shooting galleries, etc., 
the tax shall be based on the ordinary selling price of such articles. 

(d) The tax herein levied shall be paid through the use of 
stamps herein provided for. Stamps in denominations to the 
amount of the tax shall be affixed to the box or other container 
from or in which tobacco products taxed by this Act, are normally 
sold at retail. The stamps shall be affixed in such a manner that 
their removal will require continued application of water or steam, 
and, in case of cigars, cheroots, and like manufactured tobacco prod- 
ucts, where sales are made from the original container, the stamps 
shall be fixed in such a way that the stamps shall be torn in two 
or mutilated when such containers or boxes are opened for the 
sale of the tobacco products. In the case of cigarettes, smoking 
tobacco and like products, sold by retail in packages, the required 
amount of stamps to cover the tax shall be affixed to each indi- 
vidual package.

Be It Enacted bv the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is herehv created a Commission of Adjustment in the 
City of Mobile, Alabama, whose memticrship shall be composed of the fol- 
lowing residents of the City of Mobile, namely: F. L. Giblin, Clarence V. 
Evans and a third member to be named by the senator and representatives 
from Mobile County. In the event of inability of any Commissioner to con-

created, which appointment shall be made at a regular meeting of the Com- 
mission, and which shall be shown on the minutes of such Commission; each 
Commissioner shall hold office until the duties of such Commission, as here- 
inafter set out, are completed, which must be done in eighteen months.

Such Commission shall determine what, in its judgment, is a fair and rea- 
sonable proportion of the assessment previously made by the City of Mobile 
for the respective property owner to pay and the assessment now outstanding 
against each piece of property included in the above mentioned ventures 
shall be reduced accordingly. Nothing herein contained shall be construed 
in any way to impair the obligation of the contract between the City, the 
property owners affected by the above mentioned ventures and the holders of 
bonds issued to pay for the paving and/or resurfaced laid in front of the 
property included in the above mentioned ventures and the bond holders 
shall have the same rights which they had prior to the passing of this Act and 
the reduction so made by the Commission of Adjustment shall be effective 
only as between the property owner and the City of Mobile. 

Section 3. Suitable offices and equipment shall be furnished to the Com- 
mission of Adjustment by the City of Mobile and any expense in connection 
therewith shall be paid out of the special fund herein created. The said Com- 
mission of Adjustment shall have the right to hold hearings, employ experts 
and incur such expense as may be necessary, and shall receive Ten Dollars

Section 4. In the event that any owner of property be aggrieved by rea- 
son of the assessment as fixed by the Commission of Adjustment, he shall 
have the right to demand arbitration proceedings and one arbitrator shall be

e fina 

Section 5. In the event that any property owner has paid all the as- 
sessment against any property included in the above mentioned ventures, then 
he shall be issued by the City of Mobile a Non-Interest Bearing Warrant in 
an amount equal to the reduction granted to him, such warrant to be payable 
when the Bonds outstanding in the venture in which his property is included 
have been fully paid and satisfied. In the event any property owner has paid 
a portion of the assessment against his property and such portion exceeds the 
amnunt of the assessment as fixed by the Commission of Adjustment, he shall 
be issued by the City of Mobile, a Non- Interest Bearing Warrant payable 
when the Bonds outstanding in ’the venture in which his property is included 
have been fully paid and satisfied. In the event that any property owner has 
paid a portion of the assessment originally fixed against his property and 
after the reduction by the Commission of Adjustment there still remains an 
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amount due by the property owner such amount shall be payable as herein- 
after provided. 

Section 6. Any amount assessed against any property abutting on any 
streets included in any of the above paving ventures, shall be payable in ten 
equal annual installments and shall bear interest and suffer penalties as 
provided by law for the original assessment. The first installment shall be 
due on the first day the said Commission of Adjustment shall sit, and shall 
be payable immediately on the fixing of the assessment by the Commission of 
Adjustment and delinquent thirty days thereafter. In the event any assess- 
ment as fixed by the Commission of Adjustment be not paid in full in the 
time herein prescribed, such assessment shall automatically revert to the 
amount originally fixed by the City of Mobile. 

Section 7. In the event that the City of Mobile has advanced any sum 
or sums from the general funds of said City to pay the interest or principal 
on the bonds issued to pay for any of the above mentioned ventures, then the 
City shall reimburse the general fund to such amount, without interest, after 
the bonds affecting the particular venture for which such money was fur- 
nished have been paid in full. The Board of Commissioners of the City of 
Mobile are hereby authorized, empowered and required to enact any or all 
ordinance or ordinances necessary to carry out all the provisions contained 
herein. 

Section 8. All funds now or hereafter being collected or received by the 
City of Mobile as its portion of the license or tag tax levied by the State on 
automobiles, trucks or motor vehicles of any kind; and all funds now or here- 
after being ollected or received from the ad valorem tax by the City of Mo- 
bile on automobiles, trucks or motor vehicles of any kind; and all funds now or 
hereafter being collected or received by the City of Mobile from any license or 
excise tax on the sale of gasoline, or other liquid motor fuels or devices or 
substitutes therefor shall be kept by the City of Mobile in a separate and 
special account. 

Section 9. No amount shall be expended from said special account for 
any purpose except for payment to the holders of bonds issued to pay for the 
above mentioned ventures; to property owners or to the City of Mobile as 
herein directed; and for expenses of the said Commission as herein authorized. 

Section 10. Any person violating any of the provisions of the foregoing 
section shall be guilty; of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined 
net less than one hundred, nor more than five hundred dollars for each of- 
ense. 

Section 11. If any section, clause, or provision of this Act be held in- 
valid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such hold- 
ing shall not affect any other section, clause, provision or portion of the Act 
which is not in and of itself unconstitutional.

provide for the appointment of the members thereof; to fix their com- 
pensation and to define their duties; to provide for the appointment, 
duties and compensation of the clerks of said Board, for the qualifications 
of jurors, for the preparation of jury rolls and the filling and refilling of 
jury boxes; to provide for the method of serving notice upon jurors re- 
quiring their attendance for jury service and to provide for the payment 
of the necessary expenses of such Board. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a Jury Board be and the same is hereby established in 
Jefferson County. 

Section 2. That such Jury Board shall be composed of three members 
who shall be qualified electors of Jefferson County and shall be men reputed 
for their fairness, impartiality, integrity and good judgment. Members of the 
Board shall not during the term for which they are appointed and during 
their tenure in said office hold any other office by appointment or election or 
perform any other public duty under the state, county or municipal govern- 
ment, which carries with it any compensation whatsoever. 

Section 3. That upon the passage of this act and its approval by the 
Governor, the present members of the Jury Board of Jefferson County, 
namely, John Angwin, John H. Frye and James J. Smith, shall be and are 
hereby appointed members of the Jury Board provided herein, whose terms of 
office shall be as follows and until their successors are appointed and quali- 
fied: John Angwin shall hold office until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1933; John H. Frye shall hold office until the same day 
in 1934, and James J. Smith shall hold office until the same day in 1935. 
Upon the expiration of each of these terms the Governor shall appoint suc- 
cessors who shall hold office for three years from the expiration of the term 
of office of their respective predecessors. 

Section 4. The members of the Jury Board shall elect one of their num- 
ber President of the Board. Any two members of the Board shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. Every member of the Board before 
entering upon the discharge of his duties must take the oath of office pre- 
scribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and must be commissioned by the 
Governor. 

Section 5. Each member of the Jury Board shall be paid the sum of 
fifty ($50.00) dollars per month, to be paid monthly out of the County 
Treasury. ; 

Section 6. In the event that two of the Jury Board are absent from the 
State, sick, or for any reason cannot discharge the duties imposed upon them 
by this article, then the other member of the Board shall notify any judge of 
a court of record residing in the County to appear and take the place of the 
absent members and in such case one judge and one member shall! constitute 
a quorum. If no such judge is present or able to serve, the other member 
must immediately notity the Governor, who shall appoint competent persons 
to act as members of the Board until the regular members are present and 
able to discharge their duties. 

Section 7. Should any member of the Board become disqualified under 
the provisions of this Act, the fact of such disqualification and the ground or 
reason therefor shall be certified to the Governor by the presiding judge of 
the Circuit Court of the county, and when so certified his office shall become 
vacant and the Governor shall appoint his successor to fill out the unexpired 
term. In case of any vacancy from any other cause in the office of a member 
of the Board, the Governor shall appoint a member to fill such vacancy who 
shall hold office for the unexpired term. 

Section 8 The Jury Board may empioy such ciericai or other assistants 
and incur such other expense as may be needful and necessary for the proper 
discharge of the duties of their office, the expense of which shall be a proper 
charge against the County Treasury. The County Commission or other like 
governing body of the County shall fix the number and compensation of the 
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clerks employed in the office of the Jury Board and such clerks shall be ap- 
pointed by the Jury Board and must give such time to the performance of 
such duties as may be required by the Jury Board. The Jury Board may, at 
any time, discharge any clerk employed by it and employ another under the 
provisions hereof. 

Section 9. Every clerk of the Jury Board before entering upon the dis- 
charge of his duties under this Act, must take and subscribe the oath of 
office prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and file the same for rec- 
ord in the Probate Office of the County. 

Section 10. Any member of the Jury Board or clerk thereof who wil- 
fully neglects to perform any duty imposed upon him by this Act, or any 
person who, being duly summoned to attend before the Jury Board, wilfully 
fails to do so, or attending, refuses to testify, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

Section 11. The Clerk of the Jury Board shall, under the direction of 
the Jury Board, obtain the name of every male citizen of the County, over 
twenty-one and under sixty-five years of age, and his occupation, place of 
residence and place of business, and shall perform all such other duties re- 
quired of him by law under the direction of the Jury Board. 

Section 12. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this act, the 
Jury Board shall meet in the County Court House, in Birmingham, on the 
last Tuesday in August, 1933, and on said day each two years thereafter, make 
in a well-bound book a roll containing the name of every male citizen living 
in the County who possesses the qualifications herein prescribed and who is 
not exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be arranged 
alphabetically and by precincts in their numerical order and the Jury Board 
shall cause to be written on the roll opposite every name placed thereon the 
occupation, residence and place of business of every person selected, and if 
the residence has a street number, it must be given. Upon the completion 
of the roll the Jury Board shall cause to be prepared plain white cards, all of 
the same size and texture, and shall have written or printed on the cards the 
name, occupation, place of residence and place of business of the person whose 
name has been placed on the jury roll; writing or printing but one person’s 
name, occupation, place of residence and of business on one card. ‘These 
cards shall be placed in a substantial metal box provided with a lock and two 
keys, which box shall be kept in a safe or vault in the office of the Probate 
Judge, and if there be none in that office, the Jury Board shall deposit it in 
any safe or vault in the Court House to be designated on the minutes of the 
Board, and one of said keys thereof shall be kept by the President of the 
Jury Board. The other of said keys shall be kept by the Presiding Judge of 
the Circuit Court for the sole use of the judges of the courts of said County 
needing jurors. The jury roll shall be kept securely and for the use of the 
Jury Board exclusively. It shall not be inspected by any one except the 
members of the Board or by the Clerk of the Board upon the authority of 
the Board, unless under an order of a judge of the Circuit Court or other 
court of record having jurisdiction. 

Section 13. Unless sooner required under the provisions of this Act, the 
jury box now in use in the County shall continue to be used until the last 
Tuesday in August, 1933, at which time and on the same day each two years 
thereafter the Jury Board shall proceed to refill the box in the manner pre- 
scribed in this Act. 

Section 14. The Jury Board shall place on the jury roll and in the jury 
box the names of all male citizens of the County who are generally reputed 
to be honest and intelligent men and are esteemed in the community for their 
integrity, good character and sound judgment; but no person must be selected 
who is under twenty-one or over sixty-five years of age or who is an habitual 
drunkard, or who, being afflicted with a permanent disease or physical weak- 
ness, is unfit to discharge the duties of a juror; or cannot read English or 
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who has ever been convicted of any offense involving moral turpitude. If a 
person cannot read English, and has all the other qualifications prescribed 
herein and is a freeholder or householder, his name may be placed on the 
jury roll and in the jury box. 

Section 15. The Jury Board is charged with the duty of seeing that the 
name of every person possessing the qualifications prescribed by this Act to 
serve as a juror and not exempted by law from jury duty, is placed on the 
jury roll and in the jury box, and they may summon and cause to attend 
before them any person residing within the County and examine him on oath 
touching the name, residence, occupation and qualification of any person re- 
siding in the County, and they may require the production of any books, pa- 
pers or documents and generally to do and perform whatever acts necessary 
to establish to their satisfaction that the jury roll conforms to all legal re- 
quirements. The Jury Board must not allow initials only to be used for’a

The Jury Board shall require the clerk of the Board to scan the reg- 
istration lists and lists returned to the tax assessor, any city directory, tele- 
phone directories, and any and every other sources of information from which 
he may obtain information, and to visit every precinct at least once a year to 
rena the Jury Board to properly perform the duties required of it by this 

ct. 

Section 16. The Jury Board shall have performed the duties required of 
it by law when they have prepared a jury roll and filled a jury box otherwise 
in compliance with the law, consisting of the names of qualified jurors in 
number equal to at least six per cent of the population of said County in 
accordance with the latest Federal Census, and having prepared said roll and 
‘filled such box with said number of jurors, said Jury Board shall not be 
deemed or held to be guilty of wilful neglect of duty nor be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

Section 17. Whenever the names in the jury box are exhausted or so 
far depleted that they will probably be exhausted at the next drawing of 
jurors, the Jury Board must proceed to make and certify a new roll and de- 
posit the names in the box in all respects as provided in this Act, and for 
this purpose, the Jury Board must meet whenever it is necessary and refill 
the jury box. 

Section 18. Whenever it shall appear to the Presiding Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court or court of like jurisdiction that the jury box is so nearly exhausted 
as to require refilling, he shall notify the President of the Jury Board, where- 
upon the Jury Board shall proceed to refill the box as herein provided. 

Section 19. For any court reaniring grand and petit juries, or petit juries, 
and now or hereafter established for and held in a territorial subdivision of 
the County the Jury Board shall make and keep a separate roll and make and 
refill a separate box for that court and territorial subdivision as provided by 
this Act, on which roll and in which box only the names of jurors residing in 
that territory shall be placed, which box shall be kept by the clerk of said 
court and the key thereof by the judge of said court, and all jurors for that 
court shall be drawn by the judge of said court as provided in this Act from 
the separate jury box provided under this section, and shall be summoned as 
provided in this Act for summoning jurors otherwise drawn. The names of 
jurors whose names are required to be placed on the roll and in the box in 
this section provided for, shall not be placed on any other roll nor in any other 
box nor shall any such person be authorized or required to serve as a juror in 
any court outside of said territorial subdivision.

tended to apply to any division of a court that is held in such territorial sub- 
divisions, including the Probate Court. The preparation of a separate jury roll 
and the filling and refilling of a separate jury box as provided in this section 
shall be governed in all respects, in so far as applicable by the same rules 
and regulations as are prescribed in this act for the jury roll and the jury 
box used outside of such territorial subdivision of the County. In ascertain- 
ing the number of qualified jurors equal to six per cent of the population of 
such territorial subdivision, the Jury Board may consider the latest public 
school census of such subdivision and any other authentic data on the subject. 

Section 20. That all notices of the requirement of the attendance for 
jury service shall be served by registered mail and it shall be the duty of the 
sheriff of Jefferson County to enclose the summons in an envelope addressed 
to the person to be served and place all necessary postage thereon and de- 
mand a return receipt. That when a return receipt signed by the addressee 
is returned to the sheriff by the Post Office Department of the United States, 
the sheriff shall thereupon mark the process executed and it shall be consid- 
ered for all purposes as sufficient personal and legal service. In the event 
said jury summons so mailed should be returned to the sheriff by the Post 
Office Department of the United States without delivery to the addressee, 
then the sheriff shall immediately make every effort to personally serve said 
summons. This section, however, shall not apply to jury summons returnable 
before the court instanter, but such summonses shall be personally served by 
the sheriff or his deputy. 

Section 21. The County Commission or other like governing body of the 
County shall, upon the request of the President of the Board, purchase the 
necessary books in which to keep the jury rolls and the record of the proceed- 
ings, and the necessary cards, stationery and things of all kinds required by 
the Board and shall draw its warrant on the County Treasury for the payment 
of the same. 

Section 22. The clerks of the several courts in which juries are empan- 
eled shall, from time to time as the juries are empaneled, certify to the Jury 
Board the names of all persons so empaneled, and the clerk of the Board, 
under the direction of the Board, shall note opposite the names of such per- 
sons on the jury roll the date on which and the court in which they were 
empaneled, . 

Section 23. The clerks of the several courts shall also certify to the 
Jury Board the names of all persons who have been found by the court to 
be disqualified or exempt, which fact shall be noted opposite their respective 
names on the jury roll. 

Section 24. Any authority, right, power and duty heretofore imposed 
by law on the Jury Board of the County or the clerk thereof, and which is 
not by this Act specificially repealed, shall hereafter be exercised, or per- 
formed by the Jury Board or the clerk thereof, respectively. 

Section 25. That all laws, general or local, in conflict with ony of the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed, it being the intent 
of the Legislature that the subjects covered by this Act be the exclusive law 
on such subjects in Jefferson County. 

Section 26. That in the event any section, clause or provision of this 
Act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, it shall not be held to affect 
any other section, clause, or provision of this Act, but the same shall remain 
in full force and effect. 

Section 27. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

To further define, prescribe and limit the powers and duties of the County 
Commission or other governing body of Jefferson County, Alabama, by 
whatsoever name said governing body may now or hereafter be called. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The words “County Commission” or “Commission,” wherever 
used in this Act, shall be held to mean and include the. County Commission or 
Board of Revenue or other governing body of Jefferson County heretofore or 
hereafter created and by whatever name said governing body may now or 
hereafter be called. 

Section 2. The County Commission of Jefferson County shall have power 
and authority from time to time, and as often as it may be deemed by it to 
be necessary or advisable, to fix, alter and change the number of employees, 
including clerks, deputies, wardens, assistants, agents and all other employees 
by whatsoever name called, in each and every court in said county and each 
and every department of the county gove:ument and each and every office in 
said county where said employees are paid out of the county treasury and 
where the number of employees is not fixed or prescribed by this act or by 
law enacted subsequent to August 1, 1932, subject to the conditions and limi- 
tations hereinafter set out; and subject to the limitations and provisions here- 
inafter set out to fix, alter and change from time to time the compensation of

Section 3. That the County Commission may employ a clerk to the 
County Commission and may fix his salary at a sum not to exceed three 
thousand ($3,000.00) dollars per annum, and said Commission shall not fix the 
salary for any other clerk or employee in the office of said Commission at a 
sum to exceed two thousand four hundred ($2,400.00) dollars per annum; 
provided, however, that the said commission may employ a purchasing agent 
and may fix the salary of said purchasing agent at such sum as the Commis- 
sion deems commensurate with his services. 

That the County Commission shall not fix a salary in excess 
of two thousand four hundred ($2,400.00) dollars per annum for any clerk, 
deputy clerk or other employee in the office or department of the Sheriff, the 
Probate Judge or Probate Court, the Commissioner of Licenses, the Board 
of Registrars, the Tax Assessor, the Tax Collector, the Treasurer, the Regis- 
ter of the Circuit Court of the Tenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama, the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court of the Tenth Judicial Circuit of Alabama, the Deputy Clerk 
of the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court of the Tenth Judicial Circuit of 
Alabama, or the Deputy Clerk of that branch of the Circuit Court of the Tenth 
Judicial Circuit of Alabama sitting at Bessemer. 

Section 5. That the County Commission shall not fix a compensation or 
salary in excess of two thousand four hundred ($2,400.00) dollars per annum 
for any county employee employed in the county garage, county shop or 
county home or alms house. 

Section 6. That the County Commission shall not fix a salary in excess 
of two thousand four hundred ($2,400.00) dollars per annum for the superin- 
tendent in charge of the maintenance of the county court house or for any 
other county employee employed in and about the maintenance of the county 
court house, 

Section 7. That the County Commission may fix a salary not exceeding 
three thousand three hundred ($3,300.00) dollars per annum for the engineer 
or superintendent in charge of the county engineering department, and may fix 
the salary for one assistant engineer in said department at a sum not to exceed 
three thousand ($3,000.00) dollars per annum, and shall not fix a salary in 
excess of two thousand four hundred ($2,400.00) dollars per annum for any 
other assistant or employee in said engineering department. This section 
shall not apply to the Sanitary Engineering Department. 

Section 8. That the County Commission shall not fix a salary in excess 
of one thousand eight hundred ($1,800.00) dollars per annum for any clerk 
or deputy clerk of the Municipal Court of Birmingham or other court in lieu 
of the Municipal Court of Birmingham. 

Section 9. That so long as the county convicts of Jefferson County are 
maintained and worked by said county said Commission may employ a warden 
for each convict camp and may fix his salary at a sum not to exceed one 
thousand eight hundred ($1,800.00) dollars per annum, and may employ such 
deputy wardens, guards and truck drivers as may be necessary in said convict 
department and may fix the compensation of each of said deputy wardens, 
guards and truck drivers at a sum not to exceed one thousand two hundred

Section 10. That the County Commission may fix the compensation of 
the superintendent of the Hillman Hospital at a sum not to exceed four 
thousand eight hundred ($4,800.00) dollars per annum, and shall not fix a com- 
pensation in excess of two thousand four hundred ($2,400.00) dollars per an- 
num for any other employee in said hospital. 
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Section 11. That the County Commission shall not fix a compensation in 
excess of one thousand five hundred ($1,500.00) dollars per annum for any 
clerk or employee in the office of the Jury Board of said county. 

Section 12. That the County Commission shall not fix a salary or com- 
pensation in excess of two thousand seven hundred ($2,700.00) dollars per 
annum for any court reporter paid out of the county treasury and regularly 
employed in the Criminal Divisions of the Circuit Court of the Tenth Judicial 
Circuit of Alabama. : 

Section 13. That whenever professional or expert services are required 
for any extraordinary or unusual legitimate county business the County Com- 
mission may contract for said services and may fix the compensation therefor. 

Section 14. That the County Commission is authorized and empowered 
to arrange for necessary transportation incident to the performance of all 
county business or affairs, and for this purpose may purchase automobiles, 
trucks or other vehicles, or may contract with persons, firms or corporations 
to furnish such transportation and or may appropriate from time to time out 
of the county treasury funds to pay or reimburse county employees who from 
time to time furnish or are required to furnish their own transportation. 

Section 15. That the County Commission of said county shall have the 
power and authority to pay the salary of any county employee or employees 
out of any county funds which it may deem proper, in such manner as said 
Commission may provide. 

Section 16. That the property of said county of every nature, character 
and description, whether real, personal or mixed, shall be under the super- 
vision and control of the County Commission, who shall exercise the power 
to sell, lease, regulate and define the use thereof, and may make such rules 
and regulations as it may deem prudent and expedient for the care, protection 
and use of such property. 

Section 17. That the County Commission of said county shall from year 
to year fix the amount of the official bonds of all county officers, and each 
county officer shall file with the Judge of Probate of such county each year 
an official bond conditioned as provided by law for the faithful performance 
of their respective duties and with surety or sureties approved by said 
Judge. Said County Commission may, in the exercise of its discretion, re- 
quire of all county employees handling public funds that they shall each year 
enter into a bond in an amount to be fixed by the County Commission for the 
faithful performance of their duties and the proper accounting of all public 
moneys coming into their hands. Such bonds shall be filed with the Probate 
Judge and shall have surety or sureties approved by him. That the premium 
on all such bonds of both officers and employees shall be payable out of the 
funds of the county.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bill No. 125, without my approval. 

I am suggesting two amendments to the bill, which if adopted will cause 
it to meet my approval. : 

I recommend the following amendments: 

1. Amend Section 3 so that it will read as follows: 

“If such land shall be used for a bridge, road or causeway over navigable 
waters, or for bridge-head or approach thereto or for terminal facilities, de- 
pots, storage or sale yards, stores, warehouses, or wharves abutting on such 
bridge or road or causeway, the plans for such bridge, road or causeway shall 
be approved by the United States Engineer officers or other Federal author- 
ity having jurisdiction, and by the State Docks Commission and the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama, and when so approved and when improved pursuant to 
such approval the title to the said lands and the entire improvements thereon 
shall vest in such riparian owner without further approval when the bridge, 
road or causeway shall be constructed pursuant to the plans so approved.” 

2. Amend Section 4 by striking the words, “State Harbor Board or 
like state authority having jurisdiction over harbor lines, if any,” and by 
substituting therefor the following: “State Docks Commission and the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama”. 

My reason for being unwilling to approve the act without these amend- 
ments and for recommending these amendments is that the title to the State 
in tide lands should be protected and that since the authority over such 
matters has been given to the State Docks Commission with the approval of 
the Governor that the title should in no case be divested out of the State 
without the approval of the State Docks Commission and the Governor.

Thereupon, the President of the Senate appointed as conferees 
on part of the Senate, Messrs. Bonner, Mullins and Hooton. 

Mr. Garrett offered the following Joint Resolution: 

S. J. R. 85. Be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama, the 
House of Representatives concurring, as follows: 

WHEREAS, the Legislature is now beginning the last five days 
of its Special Session, and during that time a Bill can be passed 
through the Legislature if the same is acted upon properly by both 
Houses without delay. And, 

WHEREAS, it is important and most necessary that the Legis- 
lature, in order to be consistent in its efforts to reduce the expenses 
of government in the future, and fair with the people in its honest 
desire to save the wasteful expenditure of money as is being done 
under existing laws, and conservative in the legislative enactments 
adopted which tend to establish a new system of expenditures in 
the Executive and Judicial Branches of our Government, but as yet 
have not changed or remedied anything in connection with the ex- 
penditures in the Legislative Branch of our Government. And, 

WHEREAS, under an Act of the Legislature passed in 1927, 
and approved January 17, 1927, as shown in said Acts_on page 15, 
the Senate and House of Representatives have the authority by 
resolution at any time to increase the number of Cierks and their 
assistants to any proportions desired, there being no limitation of 
any kind as to the number that may be added, as shown by the 
provisions of said referred to Act. And by a subsequent Act of the 
1931 Legislature, approved February 20, 1931, and set out in said 
Acts on pages 67-68, the per diem of the subordinate officers and 
employees of the Senate and House could be fixed at any time by 
resolution. The effect of the said referred to Acts being to open 
wide the gates of extravagance and waste to an unlimited number 
of employees with a per diem in such amount as the Senate or 
House at any time may see fit to fix, and, 

WHEREAS, the costs of Legislative Sessions under the pro- 
visions of said referred to Acts of 1927 and 1931 have so greatly 
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increased by comparison with the Sessions of 1923 and prior Legis- 
lative Sessions, as to become a matter of public notoriety and pub- 
lic censure and condemnation. And, 

WHEREAS, there was introduced and passed in the Senate at 
this Special Session S. 23, to repeal the Act of 1931 referred to 
above, and there is introduced in the Senate today an Act to repeal 
the provisions of said laws whereby the Senate or House could by 
resolution increase the number or change the per diem of the sub- 
ordinate officers and employees of the Legislature; said referred 
to Act as now introduced fixing the number and the per diem of 
said officers and employees in the future.

tion shall be held and governed by the rules and regulations which apply to 
elections held in referendum elections on municipal ordinances of such cities; 
and the first election hereunder shall be held on the second Tuesday in 
November, 1932, seven days’ notice of such election shall be given by the 
governing authority of any such city. All subsequent elections after the first 
election, hereinabove directed to be held on the second Tuesday of Novem- 
ber, 1932, shall be held on the second Tuesday of November in any year 
in which a State general election is held. 

The ballot used at all such elections shall be prepared and furnished by 
the governing authority of any such city wherein the election is to be held, 
and the election shall be conducted and carried on by the managers and 
clerks in such city holding the general State election on said date. At such 
election each voter shall express his approval or disapproval by making his 
cross mark on said ballot before the words ‘in favor of the operation of 
moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday’ or by making a cross 
mark on said ballot before the words ‘against the operation of moving picture 
shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday’. These ballots shall be deposited in a 
separate ballot box to be furnished by the governing authority of any such 
city and, at the close of the election, shall be counted by the managers and 
the results ascertained and delivered to the governing authority of any such 
city. 

If a majority of all the voters voting at such election is in favor of the 
operation of moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday, then the 
provisions of this Act with reference to the said operation of moving picture 
shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday shall become effective and the govern- 
ing authority shall issue its proclamation to such effect. If a majority of 
the votes at such election are cast against the operation of moving picture 
shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday, then the provisions of the Act with ref- 
erence to the operation of moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sun- 
day shall not be effective in such city and the governing authority shall make 
its proclamation to that effect.” 

My reason for recommending this amendment and for not being willing 
to approve the Act without the amendment is that I believe in local govern- 
inent on subjects of the kind included in this bill. 

I believe that in Montgomery and Mobile, two of the three cities ef- 
fected by the bill that a majority of the people want the law as passed by 
you. I am advised that the members of the Legislature from these counties 
were unanimous in favoring the bill. The city of Birmingham; the other 
city effected by the Act, has recently voted in favor of having base ball on 
Sunday afternoon. The City of Birmingham a few years ago, voted against 
having moving picture shows and/or vaudeville on Sunday. I am advised 
that the delegation from Jefferson County was divided on this bill. 

I would not be willing to approve a law which makes moving picture 
shows and vaudeville legal in the city of Birmingham on Sunday without 
the matter being submitted to the people for their decision. I am informed 
that the delegation in the House from Jefferson was unanimous in favoring 
the bill with substantially this amendment.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. President: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report 
that said committee, in session, has compared the following en- 
rolled bills with the engrossed and original bills, respectively, and 
finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 

S. 22%. To permit certain amusements, recreations and enter- 
tainments to be furnished and engaged in on Sunday in cities of 
this state whose population is not less than 30,000 nor more than 
40,000 according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census or 
in cities which have since the 1930 Federal Census been merged or 
consolidated and the combined population of such cities after such 
merger is not less than 30,000 nor more than 40,000 and known as 
“Class D” cities. 

S.79. To provide for the special relief of J. A. Kizer by making 
an appropriation to compensate him for injuries received while he 
was employed by the Alabama Insane Hospital. 

§. 125. To encourage the building of bridges, causeways and 
other development work and relief work upon and abutting on 
tide lands, the titles to or control of which may now or hereafter 
be vested in the State of Alabama, which shall not have been im- 
proved by or under valid public authority and shall not be otherwise 
devoted to public use, by authorizing the improvement and use 
thereof and of the abutting submerged lands so improved, and the 
vesting of title thereto in owners of the abutting riparian land, un- 
der and subject to the conditions and approval stated in the act. 

. &. 40. To amend Section 217 of the Alabama School Code of 
1927. 

S. 65. Making the purchase, or receiving for sale, or in pledge, 
or on storage, or for safe keeping from unauthorized persons of 
railroad equipment or of articles of iron, brass, or other metal man- 
ufactured exclusively for railroad purposes a misdemeanor, and pre- 
scribing the penalty therefor, and providing what shall constitute 
prima facie evidence of this Act.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 


Mr. President: 

The House has originated and adopted the following House 
Joint Resolution: 
By Mr. Snodgrass: 

H. J. R. 152. WHEREAS, the price of corn, cotton, wheat and 
other farm products has been, during the past several years, and is 
now, materially below the actual cost of production of said prod- 
ucts, and, 

WHEREAS, thousands of farmers in the United States ob- 
tained loans, secured by mortgages upon their homes and farms, 
from the Federal Land Banks at a time when the prices of farm 
products were materially higher than at the present time, and, 

WHEREAS, many thousands of these farmers are now faced 
with foreclosure of the mortgages securing their loans and the con- 
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sequent loss of their homes and farms because of conditions over 
which they have had no control, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House of 
Representatives of Alabama, the Senate concurring, that we hereby 
memorialize and petition the Congress of the United States of 
America to enact such legislation at the next session of Congress 
as will give immediate relief to those farmers who are about to, or 
have already, lost their homes and farms, and to so deal with the 
question of farm mortgages that further foreclosures may be pre- 
vented; that lower interest rates may be provided and that, if need 
be, a moratorium of from three to five years be provided for on 
said loans in all cases in which it is reasonably made to appear 
that the borrower is unable to pay the instalments on said loan. 

That the Governor of Alabama immediately upon the passage of 
this resolution transmit a duly authenticated copy of the same to 
the Speaker of the House of Representatives, the President of the 
United States Senate, and to each Congressman and United States 
Senator from Alabama.

BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED 


The bill: 

S. 236. To amend an Act entitled “An Act in relation to the 
educational system of Alabama; to make appropriations and pro- 
vide funds for the support, maintenance and development of public 
education in Alabama, including all schools, agencies, services and 
institutions under the general or direct control or subject to the 
rules and regulations of the State Board of Education, The Ala- 
bama Schooi of Trades and indusiries, the Alabama College, the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the University of Alabama; and 
to prescribe conditions of apportionment and expenditure of such 

_ funds or appropriations,” Approved August 25th, 1927. 

Was taken up. 

The Standing Committee on Finance and Taxation reported the 
following substitute for said bill to-wit:

To be entitled An Act “To amend an Act entitled “An Act in 


relation to the educational system of Alabama; to make appropria- 
tions and provide funds for the support, maintenance and develop- 
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ment of public education in Alabama, including all schools, agencies, 
services and institutions under the general or direct control or sub- 
ject to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Education, 
the Alabama School of Trades & Industries, the Alabama College, 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the University of Alabama; 
and to prescribe conditions of apportionment and expenditure of 
such funds or appropriations,” approved August 25th, 1927. _ 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That an Act entitled “An Act in relation to the educational sys- 
tem of Alabama; to make appropriations and provide funds for the 
support, maintenance and development of public education in Ala- 
bama, including all schools, agencies, services and institutions under 
the general or direct control or subject to the rules and regulations 
of the State Board of Education, the Alabama School of Trades 
& Industries, the Alabama College, the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute and the University of Alabama; and to prescribe conditions of 
apportionment and expenditure of such funds or appropriations,” 
approved August 25th, 1927, be and the same is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury to the State Board of Education for the year beginning October 
1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter the sum of $900,- 
000.00 to be known as the Equalization Fund, which under the 
provisions of this Act shall be used exclusively for the equalization 
of educational opportunity in the public sihools of the State. 

Section 2. That in order to provide means for a better attend- 
ance and physical and health program there is hereby appropriated 
out of the Treasury of the State to the State Board of Education 
for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year 
thereafter the sum of $850,000.00 to be known as the Attendance 
Fund, and to be expended in accordance with the provisions herein- 
after set out in this Act. 

Section 3. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year begin- 
ning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter the 
sum of $1.00 for rural school libraries and which shall be expended 
in accordance with existing law and the provisions of this Act. 

Section 4. That for the support and maintenance of the insti- 
tutions named in this Section there is hereby appropriated out of 
the Treasury of the State to the State Board of Education for the 
year beginning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year there- 
after: (1) for each of the normal schools located at Florence, Jack- 
sonville, Livingston and Troy, the sum of $52,500.00; (2) for each 
of the secondary agricultural schools the sum of $6,659.00; (3) for 
the State Normal School located at Daphne $12,000.00; (4) for the 
State Normal School for Negroes located at Montgomery $52,- 
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500.00; (5) for the Tuskegee Normal and Industrial Institute 
$5,000.00; (6) for the development and maintenance of better and 
more equitable teacher-training conditions there is hereby appro- 
priated out of the Treasury of the State to the State Board of Edu- 
cation for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for each and 
every year thereafter, the sum of $140,000.00 to be known as the 
Teacher Training Equalization Fund, which shall be expended in 
accordance with the provisions hereinafter set out in this Act; (7) 
for the Agricultural and Mechanical Institute for Negroes, located 
at Normal, the sum of $17,500.00. Provided that in addition to the 
appropriation above made to the State Normal School at Daphne, 
when and in the event the funds appropriated to said School for 
additional grounds and equipment shall be released, there is appro- 
priated out of the aforesaid Teacher Training Equalization Fund 
the sum of $6,000.00 for the first year after the completion of the 
enlargement of the said School and the sum of $12,000.00 for the 
next year, and the sum of $18,000.00 for each year thereafter. 

Section 5. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year begin- 
ning October 1, 1932, the sum of $224,000.00, and for each and 
every year thereafter the sum of $224,000.00, to be used in supple- 
menting the funds already appropriated by the Federal and State 
Acts for Vocational Education and to be expended in accordance 
with existing law and the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year begin- 
ning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter, the sum 
of $339,750.00, to be apportioned to the several counties of the State 
for the further support and maintenance of more nearly adequate 
high school facilities, and to be expended in accordance with the 
provisions hereinafter set out in this Act. 

Section 7, That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State to the State Board of Education for the support 
and maintenance of the Alabama School of Trades and Industries, 
tor the year beginning October 1, 1932, the sum of $35,000.00, 
and annually thereafter for said institution. 

Section 8. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year begin- 
ning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter, the 
further sum of $70,000.00 to be expended by the State Board of 
Education in payment of certain salaries and expenses of executive, 
professional, and clerical employees of the State Department of 
Education, including salaries, expenses and costs of supplies here- 
tofore paid out of the appropriation calied the “Revolving Fund”. 

Section 9, That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
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each and every year thereafter to the: (1) Alabama College, (2) 
to the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, (3) to the University of Ala- 
bama, the following:

Section 9A. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
each and every year thereafter, the sum of $201,000.00 for the Bonus 
School Fund, to be expended in accordance with the provisions of 
the statutes establishing such fund. 

Section 9B. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
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each and every year thereafter, the sum of $301,500.00 for the 
County High School Fund, to be expended in accordance with the 
provisions of the statutes establishing such fund. 

Section 9C. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
each and every year thereafter, the sum of $22,050.00 for the Sec- 
ondary Agricultural Schools, Demonstration Farms, to be ex- 
pended in accordance with the provisions of the statutes establish- 
ing such fund. 

Section 9D. ‘That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
each and every year thereafter, the sum of $5,000.00 for the Physi- 
cal Restoration Fund, to be expended in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the statutes establishing such fund. 

Section 9E. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
each and every year thereafter, the sum of $13,500.00 for Civilian 
Rehabilitation, to be expended in accordance with the provisions 
of the statutes establishing such fund. 

Section 9F. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
each and every year thereafter, the sum of $4,000.00 for Services 
for the Blind, to be expended in accordance with the provisions of 
the Statutes establishing such fund. 

Section 9G. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and for 
each and every year thereafter, the sum of $5,000.00 for the South- 
ern Industrial Institute, to be expended in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Statutes establishing such fund. 

Section 10. That in addition to all other appropriations and 
apportionments of public school money now provided by law and 
made available for elementary and secondary education, there shall 
be. apportioned and paid to counties from the Equalization Fund 
provided for in Section 1 of this Act the amounts to be determined 
by the State Board of Education as hereinafter provided. Tn order 
for the public schools of a county to share in the apportionment of 
the Equalization Fund it shall meet the following conditions. 

1. The county shall for the year for which aid is desired be 
levying and collecting the constitutional one-mill county school tax, 
the Constitutional three-mill county school tax and the Constitu- 
tional three-mill district school tax in the several districts covering 
the whole county provided that in case any district or districts in 
a county levying both the one-mill and three-mill county taxes fail

to levy the three-mill district tax, the State Board of Education 


shall deduct from such county equalization apportionment an 
amount equivalent to that which the district or districts have failed 
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to levy. 2. In the expenditure of all available public school funds 
the county shall as nearly as practicable be providing the same 
length of term in all schools. 3. Beginning October 1, 1932, the 
county shall have provided for the preceding year a school term of 
at least 140 school days; provided that in case any district or dis- 
tricts are not levying and collecting the three-mill district tax, the 
county board of education shall not be required to maintain in such 
district or districts the minimum term of 140 days. 4. Beginning 
October 1, 1932, the county shall have expended for the preceding 
year funds allotted to teachers’ salaries in accordance with a salary 
schedule or schedules to be adopted by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. The minimum salary schedule or schedules adopted for this 
purpose by the State Board of Education from time to time shall 
give due consideration to academic and professional preparation of 
teachers and to length of service rendered. 5. Beginning October 
1, 1932, the amount expended for teachers’ salaries in the preceding 
year shall be at least seventy-five per cent of all current expenses. 
Upon approval of the State Board of Education expenditures for 
transportation or any part thereof may be omitted from current ex- 
penses in making this computation. 6. The county shall have met 
such other standards as may be set up by the State Board of Edu- 
cation to insure equality of educational opportunity. 

Section 11. To determine the amount which a county is en- 
titled to receive from the Equalization Fund in any year proceed 
as follows: To the sum total of all funds available for elementary 
and secondary education in any and all schools located in the 
county from State appropriations and apportionments and all other 
public sources, including the poll tax, add the total yield of an as- 
sessment of the constitutional three-mill district school tax in the 
several districts covering the whole county and the total yield of an 
assessment of two mills of the county wide school tax on all tax- 
able property of the county, and subtract this grand total from the 
cost of the minimum educational program to be equalized in the 
county as determined in Section 12 of this Act. The balance re- 
maining shall be provided for out of the Equalization Fund and 
paid to each county as provided for in this Act. 

Section 12. In determining the cost of the minimum program 
to be equalized the number of teacher units in each county shall be 
multiplied by an amount or amounts to be fixed by the State Board 
of Education. The amount or amounts by which the number of 
teacher units is to be multiplied shall be based on the average sal- 
aries required by the operation of the salary schedule or schedules 
hereinafter provided, together with the added percentage allowed 
for purposes other than instruction in current expenses. The num- 
ber of teacher units shall be determined as follows: 

1. One elementary teacher unit shali be allowed for each one- 
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teacher school when satisfactory evidence has been submitted to 
the State Department of Education showing that consolidation is 
impracticable. 2. One elementary teacher unit shall be allowed for 
each thirty pupils in average daily attendance in grades one to six 
in all other schools in the county during the preceding year. 
3. One high school teacher unit shall be allowed for each thirty 
pupils in average daily attendance in grades seven to twelve, inclu- 
sive, in all other schools in the county during the preceding year. 
4. One helping teacher (supervisor) shall be allowed for each 
seventy-five teacher units in a county; provided each county shall 
be allowed one helping teacher. If the number of elementary or 
high school teachers employed is less than the number as above 
computed and no adequate provision is made for the instruction of 
such excess pupils, the State Superintendent of Education may in 
his discretion use the total number of teachers employed, or any 
intermediate number between such actual number and the number 
determined as above computed, in ascertaining the amount of State 
aid to be apportioned as provided in Section 11 of this Act. No 
allowance shall be made for helping teachers (supervisors) except 
for those actually employed. The State Board of Education may on 
and after July 1, 1933, adopt rules changing the ratios to be used 
in determining the number of elementary and high school teachers 
as the basis on which the amounttf of State aid is to be allotted un- 
der this Act. 

Section 18. In the determination of the salary schedule or 
schedules which shal! control the expenditures of funds allotted for 
teachers’ salaries the State Board of Education shail from time to 
time cause an investigation to be made of the current practices in 
regard to the salaries paid various employees engaged in instruc- 
tional services of the several county and city boards of education in 
the State, giving due consideration to the academic and professional 
preparation of employees and to the length of service rendered. 
Nothing in this Act shall be construed to restrain counties or cities 
from the use of higher salary schedules than the minimum salary 
schedule set up by the State Board of Education. 

Section 14. That the Attendance Fund provided for in Section 
2 of this Act shall be apportioned to the several counties of the 
State in proportion to the aggregate atendance during the year 
next preceding that for which the apportionment is being made; 
provided that in order that the best interests of education may be 
conserved by the expenditure of this Fund county and city boards 
of education shall establish and maintain approved attendance, 
physical and health education programs as required by law and 
the regulations of the State Board of Education. It shali be. the 
duty of the State Board of Education. before making apportion- 
ment of the Attendance Fund to see that the conditions herein 
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prescribed have been met by all counties and cities participating in 
the apportionment of this Fund. 

Section 15. That the special appropriation for libraries pro- 
vided for in Section 3 of this Act shall be expended exclusively for 
the purchase of books to be used in school libraries under the 
same conditions as now provided by law; provided that county 
boards of education may at their discretion cooperate with other 
agencies in the establishment and maintenance of a county-wide 
library service, in which all public schools of a county are provided 
regularly with library facilities. It shall be the duty of the State 
Board of Education to make such rules and regulations and pro- 
vide such general supervision for the library service of the State as 
will make the appropriation for this purpose of the greatest benefit 
to the schools. No county may share in the apportionment of the 
Library Fund that does not provide safe and ample protection for 
books placed in the several schools located therein. It shall be the 
duty of the County Superintendent of Education to see that this 
provision is fully complied with and the State Superintendent of 
Education may withhold aid from a county that fails properly to 
provide satisfactory care for all books. 

Section 16. That in the expenditure of the appropriations pro- 
vided in Section 4 of this Act it shall be the duty of the executive 
officers of the teacher-training institutions sharing therein to com- 
ply with the regulations of the State Board of Education in offering 
a standard program for the preparation of teachers both for and 
in service. The State Board of Education shall have full authority 
upon recommendation of the State Superintendent of Education to 
prescribe curricula for the various types of teaching service re- 
quired in the public schools of the State, and shall authorize such 
recognition for the completion of prescribed curricula as may in its 
judgment be to the highest interest of the service. The Teacher 
Training Equalization Fund provided in Section 4 of this Act shall 
be expended under rules and regulations prescribed by the State 
Board of Education and shall be apportioned as follows: 1. The 
sum of $70,000.00, except as otherwise provided in this Act, shall 
be apportioned to those institutions devoted primarily to the train- 
ing of elementary teachers, under such rules and regulations as will 
make its expenditure of the greatest force and effect. 2. The sum 
of $70,000.00 or so much thereof as may be necessary shall be de- 
voted exclusively to the preparation of high school teachers, in- 
cluding the cost of administration, salaries of instructors, and ex- 
penditures necessary for providing adequate practice school facili- 
ties for student teachers. This fund shall, for the current quad- 
renium be apportioned to the State Institutions already engaged in 
the training of teachers for accredited senior high schools, under 
such rules and regulations as may be of the greatest benefit to sec- 
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ondary education; provided that before any part of it is apportioned 
to an institution for any year, the dean or director of the school oi 
education of such institution shall submit through its president, a 
budget for the approval of the State Board of Education. 

Section 1%. That in apportioning the funds provided in this 
Act for the support and maintenance of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Institute for Negroes at Normal and State Board of Edu- 
cation shall at all times endeavor to carry out the purposes of the 
Federal and State Acts which provide funds for this institution, and 
the first consideration shall be given at all times to the training of 
the Negro youth in agricultural pursuits and in the mechanical 
arts which will furnish opportunity for provitable employment for 
members of this race. 

Section 18. That in the expenditure of the additional appropri- 
ation for aid in the erection, repair and equipment of rural school 
houses provided for in Section 19 of this Act the State Board of 
Education shall be governed by the provisions of the school code 
relating to the expenditure of such funds; provided that where 
permanent materials are specified in construction such as masonry 
walls of hard burned brick, reinforced concrete stone terra-cotta 
with stucco, or other equally permanent or substantial material, 
the amounts of State Aid may be increased not to exceed one hun- 
dred percent over and above those provided for in Article 18 of the 
School Code, and the limitations therein as to number of rooms 
shall not apply; provided further that before State Aid is granted 
for the construction of any such building the county board of edu- 
cation shall submit to the State Board of Education for its ap- 
proval a proposed county wide building program which sets out in 
detail the location of all present and proposed buildings, and which 
provides both elementary and high school building facilities for all 
the children of the county. In the preparation of such county-wide 
building program the county board of education may ask assistance 
of the State Department of Education or of any other agency ap- 
proved by the State Board of Education that can furnish data on 
the basis of which the county board of education may act intelli- 
gently. Permanent buildings in course of construction at the time 
of the approval of this Act shall be eligible to share in the proposed 
increases authorized by this Section. 

Section 19. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year begin- 
ning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter, the 
sum of $200,000.00 for the Rural House Building Fund, which shall 
be expended in accordance with the present law and the provisions 
of this Act. 

Section 20. That there is hereby appropriated out of the Treas- 
ury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year begin- 
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ning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter, the 
sum of $35,000.00 for the Illiteracy Fund, which shall be expended 
in accordance with existing laws and the provisions of this Act. 

Section 21. That in the expenditure of the appropriation for 
the removal of adult illiteracy provided for in Section 20 of this 
Act the State Board of Education shall set up such rules and regu- 
lations as will give full force and effect to the provisions of the 
school code relating to the expenditure of funds for the removal of 
illiteracy ; provided that the State Board of Education may afford 
support through the Division of Exceptional Education to activities 
which have for their purpose of training of atypical children who 
are not now provided for in the State child-caring institutions; and 
provided further that through this Division the State Board of Edu- 
cation shall exercise its responsibility for providing proper educa- 
tional opportunity for persons in the delinquent, corrective and 
penal institutions of the State. 

Section 22. That the appropriation for vocational education 
provided for in Section 5 of this Act shall be expended under the 
provisions of Article 21 of the School Code relative to the expendi- 
ture of such funds; provided that the State Board of Education 
shall have, authority to expend an amount not to exceed $5,000.00 
annually for crippled individuals whose restoration may be brought 
about by such expenditure; and provided further that out of this 
fund the State Board of Education may cooperate with other State 
agencies in setting up and executing a program for the care and 
restoration of crippled children. 

Section 23. That in the apportionment and expenditure of the 
additional fund provided in Section 6 of this Act for high school 
education the State Board of Education shall prescribe conditions 
for its disbursement so as to make passible the development and 
maintenance of more nearly adequate high school facilities in the 
several counties of the State. 

Section 24. That in order that the provisions of this Act may 
be made of the greatest benefit possible the State Board of Educa- 
tion may adopt such additional regulations not inconsistent with its 
provisions as may be deemed necessary for its proper administra- 
tion. 

Section 25. That the State Superintendent of Education shall 
make requisition on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper 
beneficiary in accordance with the law and the rules and regulations 
governing the expenditure or disbursement of any and all funds 
provided for in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his 
warrant therefor ; provided that all appropriations and monies made 
available to the Alabama College, the Alabama Polytechnic Insti- 
tute and the University of Alabama by the provisions of this Act 
shall be paid out quarterly upon requisition upon the Comptroller 
made in the manner as now provided by law.

Section 26. That if after the payment of the appropriations 
made by this Act, the funds ir the Trust Fund are insufficient to 
pay the sums appropriated herein, then the same shall be prorated 
among said schools, colleges, institutions and funds, the same to be 
payable in such proportions as the total sum of all appropriations 
made in said sections bears to the total revenue available; and in 
the event there is a surplus in said Trust Fund after paying the 
appropriations made herein, then and in such event said surplus 
shall be prorated among said schools, colleges, institutions or funds 
named in this Act, the same to be payable in such proportion as the 
total sum of all appropriations made in said Act bears to the total 
amount of said surplus. 

Section 26A. All funds appropriated by this Act to any school, 
institution, agency, cause or fund shall be devoted to the same pur- 
pose and in the same proportion as provided in existing statutes 
and shall be appropriated and expended in each instance as now 
provided by law governing or relating to the apportionments and 
expenditures of the same. 

Section 27. That the several appropriations herein provided for 
shall be payable out of the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund created and set apart for educational purposes by Section 2 
of the General Revenue Bill of 1927, and no part or portion of said 
several appropriations herein provided for shall be chargeable to 
or payable out of or from the General Fund or Funds of the State. 

Section 28. That the appropriations herein made are, and shall 
be subject to the terms, conditions, provisions and limitations of 
the Budget and Financial Control Act. 

Section 29. That if any section, clause, provision or portion of 
this Act or all or any portion of any appropriation herein made is 
held to be unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other 
section, clause, provision or portion of this Act, or any other appro- 
priation or portion thereof hereby made, not in and of itself uncon- 
stitutional or invalid. 

Section 30. That all laws and parts of laws, general, special 
or private, in conilici with the terms and provisions of this Act, be, 
and the same are, hereby repealed. 

And said Committee on Finance and Taxation also reported the 
following amendment to said committee substitute, to-wit:

A BILL 


To be entitled an Act to amend an Act entitled “An Act in rela- 
tion to the educational system of Alabama; to make appropriations 
and provide funds for the support, maintenance and development of 
public education in Alabama, including all schools, agencies, serv- 
ices and institutions under the general or direct control or subject 
to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Education, the 
Alabama School of Trades & Industries, the Alabama College, the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute and the University of Alabama; and 
to prescribe conditions of apportionment and expenditure of such 
funds or appropriations,” approved August 25th, 1927. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That an Act entitled “An Act in relation to the educational 
system of Alabama; to make appropriations and provide funds for 
the support, maintenance and development of public education in 
Alabama, including all schools, agencies, services and institutions 
under the general or direct control or subject to the rules and reg- 
ulations of the State Board of Education, the Alabama School of 
Trades and Industries, the Alabama College, the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute and the University of Alabama; and to prescribe 
conditions of apportionment and expenditure of such funds or ap- 
propriations,” approved August 25th, 1927, be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
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SECTION 1. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury to the State Board of Education for the year beginning

at Normal, the sum of $17,500.00. Provided that in addition to the 
appropriation above named to the State Normal School at Daphne, 
when and in the event the funds appropriated to said school for ad- 
ditional grounds and equipment shall be released, there is appro- 
priated out of the aforesaid Teacher Training Equalization Fund 
the sum of $6,000.00 for the first year after the completion of the 
enlargement of the said School and the sum of $12,000.00 for the 
next year, and the sum of $18,000.00 for each year thereafter. 
SECTION 5. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year 
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beginning October 1, 1932, the sum of $224,000.00, and for each 
and every year thereafter the sum of $224,000.00, to be used in sup- 
plementing the funds heretofore appropriated by the Federal Acts 
for Vocational Education and to be expended in accordance with 
existing law and the provisions of this Act.

That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State to the State Board of Education for the sup- 
port and maintenance of the Alabama School of Trades and Indus- 
tries, for the year beginning October 1, 1932, the sui of $35,000.00, 
and annually thereafter for said institution. 

SECTION 8. That, in addition to the sum of $52,500.00 ap- 
propriated in Section 31 of the General Appropriation Bill (Senate 
Bill No. 235), there is hereby appropriated out of the Treasury of 
the State to the State Board of Education for the year beginning 
October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter, the further

SECTION 9A. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and 
for each and every year thereafter, the sum of $268, 000.00 for the 
Bonus School Fund, to be expended in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Statutes establishing such fund. 

SECTION 9B. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and 
for each and every year thereafter, the sum of $301,500.00 for the 
County High School Fund, to be expended in accordance with the 
provisions of the statutes establishing such fund. 

SECTION 9C. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and 
for each and every year theéiealiéi, the sum of $22,050.00 for the 
Secondary Agricultural School Demonstration Farms, to be ex- 
pended in accordance with the provisions of the statutes establish- 
ing such fund. 

SECTION 9D. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and 
for each and every year thereafter, the sum of $5,000.00 for the 
Physical Restoration Fund, to be expended in accordance with the 
provisions of the statutes establishing such fund. 

SECTION 9K. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and 
for each and every year thereafter, the sum of $13,500.00 for Civilian 
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Rehabilitation, to be expended in accordance with the provisions 
of the statutes establishing such fund. 

Section 9F. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
‘Treasury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and 
for each and every year thereafter the sum of $4,000.00 for Services 
for the Blind, to be expended in accordance with the provisions of 
the statutes establishing such fund. 

SECTION 9G. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State for the year beginning October 1, 1932, and 
for each and every year thereafter, the sum of $100,000.00 for the 
“Revolving Fund,” to be expended in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the statutes establishing such fund. 

SECTION 10. That in addition to all other appropriations and 
apportionments of public school money now provided by law and 
made available for elementary and secondary education, there shall 
be apportioned and paid to’ counties from the Equalization Fund 
provided for in Section 1 of this Act the amounts to be determined 
by the State Board of Education as hereinafter provided. In order 
for the public schools of a county to share in the apportionment of 
the Equalization Fund it shall meet the following conditions: 

1. The county shall for the year for which aid is desired be 
levying and collecting the constitutional one-mill county school 
tax, the Constitutional three-mill county school tax and the consti- 
tutional three-mill district school tax in the several districts cover- 
ing the whole county provided that in case any district or districts 
in a county levying both’the one-mill and three mill county taxes 
fail to levy the three-mill district tax, the State Board of Education 
shall deduct from such county equalization japportionment an 
amount equivalent to that which the district or districts have failed 
to levy. 2. In the expenditure of all available public school funds 
the county shall as nearly as practicable be providing the same 
length of term in all schools. 3. Beginning October 1, 1932, the 
county shail have provided for the preceding year a school term of at 
least 140 school days; provided that in case any district or districts are 
not levying and collecting the three-mill district tax, the county 
board of education shall not be required to maintain in such district 
or districts the minimum term of 140 days. 4. Beginning October 
1, 1932, the county shall have expended for the preceding year funds 
allotted to teachers’ salaries in accordance with a salary schedule 
or schedules to be adopted by the State Board of Education. The 
minimum salary schedule or schedules adopted for this purpose by 
the State Board of Education from time to time shall give due con- 
sideration to academic and professional preparation of teachers and 
to length of service rendered. 5. Beginning October 1, 1932, the 
amount expended for teachers’ salaries in the preceding year shall 
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be at least seventy-five percent of all current expenses. Upon ap- 
proval of the State Board of Education expenditures for transporta- 
tion or any part thereof may be omitted from current expenses in 
making this computation. 6. The county shall have met such other 
standards as may be set up by the State Board of Education to in- 
sure equality of educational opportunity. 

SECTION 11. To determine the amount which a county is en- 
titled to receive from the Equalization Fund in any year proceed 
as follows: To the sum total of all funds available for elementary 
and secondary education in any and all schools located in the 
county from State appropriations and apportionments and all 
other public sources, including the poll tax, add the total yield of 
an assessment of the constitutional three-mill district school tax 
in the several districts covering the whole county and the total 
yield of an assessment of two mills of the county wide school tax 
on all taxable property of the county, and subtract this grand total 
from the cost of the minimum educational program to be equalized 
in the county as determined in Section 12 of this Act. The balance 
remaining shall be provided for out of the Equalization Fund and 
paid to each county as provided for in this Act. 

SECTION 12. In determining the cost of the minimum pro- 
gram to be equalized the number of teacher units in each county 
shall be multiplied by an amount or amounts to be fixed by the. 
State Board of Education. The amount or amounts by which the 
number of teacher units is to be multiplied shall be based on the 
average salaries required by the operation of the salary schedule 
or schedules hereinafter provided, together with the added per- 
centage allowed for purposes other than instruction in current ex- 
penses. The number of teacher units shall be determined as fol- 
lows: 

1. One elementary teacher unit shall be allowed for each one- 
teacher school when satisfactory evidence has been submitted to the 
State Department of Education shwoing that consolidation is im- 
practicable. 2. One elementary teacher unitl shall be allowed for 
each thirty pupils in average daily attendance in grades one to six 
in all other schools in the county during the preceding year. 3. One 
high school teacher unit shall be allowed for each thirty pupils in 
average daily attendance in grades seven to twelve, inclusive, in 
all other schools in the county during the preceding year. 4. One 
helping teacher (supervisor) shall be allowed for each seventy-five 
teacher units in a county; provided each county shall be allowed 
one helping teacher. If the number of elementary or high school 
teachers employed is less than the number as above computed and 
pupils, the State Superintendent of Education may in his discretion 
use the total number of teachers employed, or any intermediate 
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number between such actual number and the number determined as 
above computed, in ascertaining the amount of State aid to be ap- 
portioned as provided in Section 11 of this Act. No allowance shall 
be made for helping teachers (supervisors) except for those actually 
employed. ‘The State Board of Education may, on and after July 
1, 1933, adopt rules changing the ratios to be used in determining 
the number of elementary and high school teachers as a basis on 
which the amount of State aid to be allotted under this Act. 

SECTION 138. In the determination of the salary schedule or 
schedules which shall control the expenditures of funds allotted for 
teachers’ salaries the State Board of Education shall from time to 
time cause an investigation to be made of the current practices in 
regard to the salaries paid various employees engaged in instruc- 
tional services of the several county and city boards of education 
in the State, giving due consideration to the academic and profes- 
sional preparation of employees and to the length of service ren- 
dered. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to restrain counties 
or cities from the use of higher salary schedules than the mini- 
mum salary schedule set up by the State Board of Education. 

SECTION 14. That the Attendance Fund provided for in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act shall be apportioned to the several counties of 
the State in proportion to the aggregate attendance during the 
year next preceding that for which the apportionment is being 
made; provided that in order that the best interests of education 
may be conserved by the expenditure of this Fund county and city 
boards of education shall establish and maintain approved attend- 
ance, physical and health education programs as required by law 
and the regulations of the State Board of Education. It shall be 
the duty of the State Board of Education before making apportion- 
ment of the Attendance Fund to see that the conditions herein pre- 
scribed have been met by all counties and cities participating in 
the apportionment of this Fund. 

SECTION 15. That the special appropriation for libraries pro- 
vided for in Section 3 of this Act shall be expended evclusively for 
the purchase of books to be used in school libraries under the same 
conditions as now provided by law; provided that county boards 
of education may at their discretion cooperate with other agencies 
in the establishment and maintenance of a county-wide library 
service, in which all public schools of a county are provided reg- 
ularly with library facilities. It shall be the duty of the State Board 
of Education to make such rules and regulations and provide such 
general supervision for the library service of the State as will make 
the appropriation for this purpose of the greatest benefit to the 
schools. No county may share in the apportionment of the Library 
Fund that does not provide safe and ample protection for books 
placed in the several schools located therein. It shall be the duty 
of the County Superintendent of Education to see that this provi- 
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sion is fully complied with and the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation may withhold aid from a county that fails properly to pro- 
vide satisfactory care for all books. 

SECTION 16. That in the expenditure of the appropriations 
provided in Section 4 of this Act it shall be the duty of the execu- 
tive officers of the teacher-training institutions sharing therein to 
comply with the regulations of the State Board of Education in 
offering a standard program for the preparation of teachers both 
for and in service. The State Board of Education shall have full 
authority upon recommendation of the State Superintendent of 
Education to prescribe curricula for the various types of teaching 
service required in the public schools of the State, and shall author- 
ize such recognition for the completion of prescribed curricula as 
may in its judgment be to the highest interest of the service. The 
Teacher Training Equalization Fund provided in Section 4 of this 
Act shall be expended under rules and regulations prescribed by 
the State Board of Education and shall be apportioned as follows: 
1. The sum of $70,000.00, except as otherwise provided in this Act, 
shall be apportioned to those institutions devoted primarily to the 
training of elementary teachers, under such rules and regulations 
as will make its expenditure of the greatest force and effect. 2. The 
sum of $70,000.00 or so much thereof as may be necessary shall be 
devoted exclusively to the preparation of high school teachers, in- 
cluding the cost of administration, salaries of instructors, and ex- 
penditures necessary for providing adequate practice school facil- 
ities for student teachers. This fund shall for the current quadren- 
nium be apportioned on the same basis as for the last quadrennium 
to the State Institutions already engaged in the training of teach- 
ers for accredited senior high schools, under such rules and regula- 
tions as may be of the greatest benefit to secondary education; pro- 
vided that before any part of it is apportioned to an institution for 
any year, the dean or director of the school of education of such in- 
stitution shall submit through its president, a budget for the 
approval of the State Board of Education. 

SECTION 17. That in apportioning the funds provided in this 
Act for the support and maintenance of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Institute for Negroes at Normal and State Board of Edu- 
cation shall at all times endeavor to carry out the purposes of the 
Federal and State Acts which provide funds for this institution, and 
the first consideration shall be given at all times to the training of 
the Negro youth in agricultural pursuits and in the mechanical arts 
which will furnish opportunity for profitable employment for mem- 
bers of this race. 

SECTION 18. That in the expenditure of the additional ap- 
propriation for aid in the erection, repair and equipment of rural 
school houses provided for in Section 19 of this Act the State Board 
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of Education shall be governed by the provisions of the school 
code relating to the expenditure of such funds; provided that where 
permanent materials are specified in construction such as masonry 
walls of hard burned brick, reinforced concrete, stone, terra-cotta 
with stucco, or other equally permanent or substantial material, the 
amounts of State Aid may be increased not to exceed one hundred 
per cent over and above those provided for in Article 18 of the 
School Code, and the limitations therein as to number of rooms shall 
not apply ; provided further that before State Aid is granted for the 
construttion of any such building the county board of education 
shall submit to the State Board of Education for its approval a 
proposed county wide building program which sets out in detail the 
location of all present and proposed buildings, and which provides 
both elementary and high school building facilities for all the chil- 
dren of the county. In the preparation of such county-wide build- 
ing program the county board of education may ask assistance of 
the State Department of Education or of any other agency approved 
by the State Board of Education that can furnish data on the basis 
of which the county board of education may act intelligently. 
Permanent buildings in course of construction at the time of the 
approval of this Act shall be eligible to share in the proposed in- 
creases authorized by this Section. 

SECTION 19. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year 
beginning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter, 
the sum of $134,000.00 for the Rural School House Building Fund, 
which shall be expended in accordance with the present law and the 
provisions of this Act. 

SECTION 20. That there is hereby appropriated out of the 
Treasury of the State to the State Board of Education for the year 
beginning October 1, 1932, and for each and every year thereafter, 
the sum of $35,000.00 for the Illiteracy Fund, which shall be ex- 
pended in accordance with existing laws and the provisions and 
the provisions of this Act. 

SECTION 21. That in the expenditure of the appropriation 
for the removal of adult illiteracy provided for in Section 20 of this 
Act the State Board of Education shall set up such rules and regu- 
lations as will give full force and effect to the provisions of the 
school code relating to the expenditure of funds for the removal 
of illiteracy; provided that the State Board of Education may 
afford support through the Division of Exceptional Education to 
activities which have for their purpose the training of atypical chil-

rective and penal institutions of the State.

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SECTION 22. That the appropriation for vocational education 
provided for in Section 5 of this Act shall be expended under the 
provisions of Article 21 of the School Code relative to the expendi- 
ture of such funds; provided that the State Board of Education 
shall have authority to expend out of this fund an amount not to 
exceed $5,000.00 annually for crippled individuals whose restoration 
may be brought about by such expenditure; and provided further 
that out of this fund the State Board of Education may cooperate 
with other State agencies in setting up and execuing a program 
tor the care and restoration of crippled children.

issue his warrant therefor; provided that all appropriations and 
moneys made available to the Alabama College, the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute and the University of Alabama by the provisions 
of this Act shall be paid out quarterly upon requisition upon the 
Comptroller made in the manner as now provided by law. 

SECTION 26. That if the funds in the Trust Fund are insuf- 
ficient to pay the sums appropriated herein, then the same shall be 
prorated among said schools, colleges, institutions and funds, the 
same to be payable in such proportions as the total sum of aii 
appropriations made in this Act bears to the total revenue avail- 
able; and in the event there is a surplus in said Trust Fund after 
paying the appropriations made herein, then and in such event 
said surplus shall be prorated among said schools, colleges, institu- 
tions and funds named in this Act, the same to be payable in such 
proportions as the total sum of all appropriations made in said Act 
bears to the total amount of said surplus. 

SECTION 2614. All funds appropriated by this Act to any 
school, institution, agency, cause or fund shall be devoted to the 
same purposes and in the same proportions as provided in existing. 
statutes and shall be appropriated and expended in each instance as 
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now provided by law governing or relating to the apportionments 
and expenditures of the same. 

SECTION 27. That not more than four per cent of all monies 
appropriated in and by Section 1, 2, 6 and 9B of this Act shall be 
used or expended otherwise than for the payment of teachers em- 
ployed and directly engaged in teaching the students of the schools 
named in said sections. 

That the several appropriations herein provided 
for shall be payable out of the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund created and set apart for educational purposes by Section 2 
of the General Revenue Bill of 1927, and no part or portion of said 
several appropriations herein provided for shall be chargeable to or 
payable out of or from the General Fund or Funds of the State. 

SECTION 29. That the appropriations herein made are, and 
shall be subject to the terms, conditions, provisions and limitations 
of the Budget and Financial Control Act. 

SECTION 30. That if any section, clause, provisions or por- 
tion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriation herein 
made is held to be unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect 
any other section, clause, provision or portion of this act, or any 
other appropriation or portion thereof hereby made, not in and of 
itself unconstitutional or invalid. 

SECTION 31. That all laws, and parts of laws, general special 
or private, in conflict with the terms and provisions of this Act, be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 


Mr. President: 

The House has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, The Governor, with his objections to and veto of the 
bill: 

H.181. For the relief of William H. Winston and Estella Win- 
ston both of Clarke County, Alabama, whose son Percy Winston 
was killed by a crazed inmate of the Alabama insane hospital at Mt. 
Vernon, Alabama, while the said Percy Winston was in the dis- 
charge of his duties as an employee of the State of Alabama at said 
hospital. 

Said Governor’s Message being in words and figures as follows, 
to-wit: 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 131, without my approval. 

This bill is an act for the relief of William H. Winston and Estella Wins- 
ton and appropriates $1000.00 to be paid to them. Percy Winston, the son 
of William H. Winston and Estella Winston, was employed at the hospital 
for the Insane at Mt. Vernon, Alabama, and while he was working at his 
duties there was killed by one of the inmates of the Hospital. 

An investigation of the facts, which was made at the time that Percy 
Winston was killed, showed that the negro who killed him had not shown any 
evidence of being vicious or dangerous and that no one could have foreseen 
that he would suddenly become dangerous and kill a person. It appears that 
nothing could have been done to have avoided the killing since he had showed 
no signs of his being a dangerous inmate who should have been confined. 

Percy Winston was employed in the regular way and probably could 
have known as well as any other employee if the inmate were dangerous 
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and could have furnished the information. Under the circumstances it ap- 
pears that the State would not be liable for the death of Percy Winston. 

The State had made no plans for paying damages on account of in- 
juries or death to any one and there is no tribunal where a case can be in- 
vestigated. No provision is made for funds to pay for injuries or for death 
to any one. Since the State should treat all of its citizens alike, I believe that 
no special relief bills should be passed and that if claims of this character 
are to be paid that a general law should be passed and a Court of Claims or 
other tribunal provided for the purpose of ascertaining when damages should 
be paid and in what amount. 

Under the present state of the Treasury there are no funds from which 
a claim of this kind can be paid. We have just begun a system of balancing 
the budget and of not going into debt. It would be impossible to keep a 
balanced budget if the Legislature passes and the Governor approves special 
claims for injuries without providing some fund from which these claims 
can be paid. 

The killing of Percy Winston was unfortunate and regretable but I do 
not believe that the State should, under the circumstances, appropriate money 
for the mother and father of the young man killed.

To the Legislature of Alabama, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bill No. 79, without my approval. 

This bill appropriates $2,000.00 for the relief of J. A. Kizer, who was 
injured by having the fingers cut off his right hand while working for the 
Alabama Insane Hospital. 

The facts in this case were such that if the Hospital had been a private 
corporation it would not have been liable in damages on account of negli- 
gence. There was no contention that there was anything the matter with 
the saw or that any foreman or director of Kizer was guilty of negligence. 

Of course, if under the Compensation Law by which employees are paid 
whether there was any negligence or not the employer would have to pay. 
If the State is to assume the policy of paying damages for injuries to em- 
ployees of its different institutions and agencies and of paying damages to 
outsiders, who are injured, it should have some court or officials to pass on 
the question of damages and the amount and should set up a fund to pay 
the damages, or to carry insurance. The State is now trying to maintain 
a balanced budget and it will be practically impossible to do that with the 
uncertainty of special appropriations for damages.

BILLS INDEFINITELY POSTPONED 


On motion of Mr. Craft, the Senate indefinitely postponed 
further consideration of the bill: 

S. 251. To repeal an Act of the Legislature of Alabama ap-

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the Juvenile Court of Mobile County, defining its powers and juris- 
diction and providing for the process and procedure of said court,

rants, and the fees thereof and the payment of said fees; for the 
detention of juvenile delinquents; providing for a commission to 
aid in carrying out the work of the court and prescribing its duties; 
and providing for appeals from any final order or judgment of said 
court; (making it an offense for any person knowingly and wilfully 
to encourage, aid, abet, cause a state of delinquency of any child 
sixteen years of age, or under, or produce, promote, or contribute 
to the conditions which render any child delinquent, and providing 
the punishment therefor:) providing for the transfer of certain 
cases to said Juvenile Court. Providing for the support and main- 
tenance in certain cases of delinquent children by the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County; providing 
for the apprehension of such children and the commitment of them 
to any family, association, or institution; for the transportation of 
such children and the payment of the costs by Mobile County; pro- 
viding for the commitment of Juvenile delinquents to any family, 
association or institution within the State to which: they may be 
respectively committed, and providing for the payment of the costs 
thereof by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of 
Mobile County, providing for payment by the City of Mobile, of 
one-half of the expenses arising out of the operation of said court; 
and for the protection of said children against any disqualifica- 
tion or prejudice in, any other court, or in the civil service of the

BILLS ON THIRD READING

H. 421. A bill to be entitled an Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, to be known as Article A A, to 
provide that it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of 
Alabama to draw any warrant, or other order for the payment of 
money belonging to, or administered by, the State of Alabama, 
upon the State Treasurer, unless and until it shall have been certi- 
fied to such Auditor by such Treasurer, in writing, that there is 
then in the hands of such Treasurer, money available, and appro- 
priated for the full payment of the same; and to provide that, in case 
there is, at the end of the fiscal year insufficient money in the State 
Treasury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the 
Auditor for the issuance of warrants, for the proration of the same, 
and for the issuance and payment of warrants for the several pro- 
rated sums; and to provide that all unpaid appropriations which 
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exceed the amount of money in the State Treasury at the end of 
each fiscal year available for their payment, shall become null and 
void to the extent of such excess; and to provide that if there shall 
be in the State Treasury, at the end of any fiscal year, any money 
of the general fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, 
that the same shall be covered into a special fund for the sole 
benefit of the common schools of Alabama and to provide penalties 
for the violation of any of the provisions of such amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama, to be known as Article A A, is hereby proposed, the 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

Article A A. From and after the adoption of this amendment 
it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to 
draw any warrant or other order for the payment of money belong- 
ing to, or administered by, the State of Alabama upon the State 
Treasurer unless and until it shall have been certified to such 
Auditor by such Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such 
Treasurer money available, and appropriated, for the full payment 
of the same. In case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, insuf- 
ficient money in the State Treasury for the payment of all proper 
claims presented to the Auditor for the issuance of warrants, the 
Auditor shall issue warrants for that proportion of each such claim 
which the money available for the payment of all of said claims 
bears to the whole, and such warrants for such prorated sums shall 
thereupon be paid by the State Treasurer. At the end of each 
fiscal year all unpaid appropriations which exceed the amount of 
money in the State Treasury subject to the payment of the same 
after the proration above provided for, shall thereupon become 
null and void to the extent of such excess. If there shall be in the 
State Treasury at the end of any fiscal year, any money in the gen- 
eral fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, such excess 
shall be covered into a special fund for the sole benefit of the com- 
mon schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
may hereafter be vested with the powers now exercised by the 
State Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used’ 
shall include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement 
of funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions 
of this Article shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
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upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day here- 
by appointed for such election is the general election to be held in 
the State of Alabama in the year 1934, viz, the second Tuesday, in 
November, 1934. 

Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State for at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as 
Article A A of the Constitution of Alabama?” “Article A A. From 
and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be unlawful for 
the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money belonging to, or administered by, 
the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it 
shall have been certified to such Auditor by such Treasurer that 
there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money available, and 
appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In case there is, at 
the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money inthe State Treasury 
for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor for 
the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for that 
proportion of each such claim which the money available for the 
payment of all of said claims bear to the whole, and such warrants 
for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by the State Treas- 
urer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid appropriations 
which exceed the amount of money in the State Treasury subject 
to the payment of the same after the proration above provided for, 
shall thereupon become null and void to the extent of such excess. 
If there shall be in the State Treasury at the end of any fiscal 
year, any money in the general fund in excess of the appropriations 
for that year, such excess shall be covered into a special fund for 
the sole benefit of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
may hereafter be vested with the powers now exercised by the 
State Auditor of Alabama, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used 
shall include any officer charged with the custody and disburse- 
ment of funds belonging to or administered by the State of Ala- 
bama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article 
shall, on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion 
of the jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provi- 
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sions of this Article shall also be ground for impeachment. Yes. 
No.” The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark 
made by him, or under his direction, expressing his desire. 

Section 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the same, 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same offi- 
cers as provided by the election law of the State, for the appoint- 
- ment of officers to hold general elections in the State, and the elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with the law govern- 
ing general elections and with the Constitutional provisions con- 
cerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 6. The votes cast at said election on said amendment 
shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the 
Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Representa- 
tives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a 
majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon 
the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such amend- 
ment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the 
Constitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by the proclamation of the Governor.

Such Commission shall determine what, in its judgment, is a fair 
and reasonable proportion of the assessment previously made by 
the City of Mobile for the respective property owner to pay and 
the assessment now outstanding against each piece of property in- 
cluded in the above mentioned ventures shall be reduced accord- 
ingly.

MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE 


Mr. President: 

The House has concurred in and adopted the Senate amendment 
to the bill: 

H. 421. A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, to 
provide that it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of 
Alabama to draw any warrant, or other order for the payment of 
money belonging to, or administered by, the State of Alabama, 
upon the State Treasurer, unless and until it shall have been cer- 
tified to such Auditor by such Treasurer, in writing, that there is 
then in the hands of such Treasurer, money available, and appro- 
priated for the full payment of the same; and to provide that, in 
case there is, at the end of the fiscal year insufficient money in 
the State Treasury for the payment of all proper claims presented 
to the Auditor for the issuance of warrants, for the proration of 
the same, and for the issuance and payment of warrants for the 
several prorated sums; and to provide that all unpaid appropria- 
tions which exceed the amount of money in the State Treasury 
at the end of each fiscal year available for their payment, shall be- 
come null and void to the extent of such excess; and to provide 
that if there shall be in the State Treasury, at the end of any fiscal 
year, any money of the general fund in excess of the appropriations 
for that year, that the same shall be covered into a special fund 
for the sole benefit of the common schools of Alabama and to pro- 
vide penalties for the violation of any of the provisions of such 
amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. ‘hat an amendment to the Constitution of ihe 
State of Alabama, to be known as Article AA, is hereby proposed, 
the proposed amendment being as follows: 

“Article AA. From and after the adoption of this amendment 
it shall be unlawful for the Auditor of the State of Alabama to 
draw any warrant or other order for the payment of money be- 
longing to, or administered by, the State of Alabama upon the 
State Treasurer unless and until it shall have been certified to 
such Auditor by such Treasurer that there is then in the hands 
of such Treasurer money available, and appropriated, for the full, 
payment of the same. In case there is, at the end of any fiscal 
year, insufficient money in the State Treasury for the payment 
of all proper claims presented to the Auditor for the issuance of 
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warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for that proportion of 
each such claim which the money available for the payment of all 
of said claims bears to the whole, and such warrants for such pro- 
rated sums shall thereupon be paid by the State Treasurer. At 
the end of each fiscal year all unpaid appropriations which exceed 
the amount of money in the State Treasury subject to the payment 
of the same after the proration above provided for, shall thereupon 
become null and void to the extent of such excess. If there shall 
be in the State Treasury at the end of any fiscal year, any money 
in the general fund in excess of the appropriations for that year, 
such excess shall be covered into a special fund for the sole bene- 
fit of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor’, as herein used shall include any officer 
who is now or who may hereafter be vested with the powers now 
or formerly exercised by the State Auditor of Alabama in the is- 
suance of State Warrants, and the word “I'reasurer’, as herein used 
shali include any officer charged with the custody and dis- 
bursement of funds belonging to or administered by the State of 
Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury 
trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Articl2 shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered, and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the general election to be 
held in the State of Alabama in the year 1934, viz, the second 
Tuesday, in November, 1934. 

Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once 
a week in each County in the State for at least eight successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shal! 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as 
Article AA of the Constitution of Alabama?” “Article AA. From 
and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be unlawful for 
the Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money belonging to, or administered by, 
the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it 
shall have been certified to such Auditor by such Treasurer that 
there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money available, and 
appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In case there is. 
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at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money in the State Treas- 
ury for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor 
for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for 
that proportion of each such claim which the money available for 
the payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, and such 
warrants for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by the 
State Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid ap- 
propriations which exceed the amount of money in the State Treas- 
ury subject to the payment of the same after the proration above 
provided for, shall thereupon become null and void to the extent 
of such excess. If there shall be in the State Treasury at the end 
of any fiscal year, any money in the general fund in excess of the 
appropriations for that year, such excess shall be covered into a 
special fund for the sole benefit of the common schools of Ala- 
bama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
is now or who may hereafter be vested with the powers now or 
formerly exercised by the State Auditor of Alabama in the issuance 
of State Warrants, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used shall 
include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement of 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thou- 
sand Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Article shall also be ground for impeachment. Yes. No.” The 
choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him, or under his direction, expressing his desire. 

Section 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the same, 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same offi- 
cers as provided by the election law of the State, for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold general elections in the State, and the 
election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law gov- 
erning general elections and with the Constitutional provisions 
concerning amendments to that instrument. 

Section 6. The votes cast at said election on said amendment 
shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to 
the Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such 
amendment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part 
of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall 
be made known by the proclamation of the Governor.

Mr. President: 

The Speaker of the House having signed the following House 
Bills, your signature thereto is requested: 

H. 113. Defining contract carriers and common carriers by 
motor vehicle not subject to the provisions of the Alabama Motor 
Carrier Act of 1931; to authorize, regulate and govern the trans- 
portation for hire of persons and property on public highways by

common carriers who may be non-residents of the State; to au- 
thorize municipalities in this State to prescribe license taxes to be 
paid by such contract carriers and common carriers; to prescribe 
and regulate the practice and procedure before the Alabama Pub- 
lic Service Commission with respect to said carriers, and to’ author- 
ize and prescribe appeals from rulings with respect to such car- 
riers, and to regulate injunctions and like orders respecting the 
same; and to provide for the enforcement, and to prescribe pun- 
ishment and penalties for the violation of this Act.

tor by such Treasurer that there is then in the hands of such Treas-

same. In case there is, at the end of any fiscal year, insufficient 
money in the State Treasury for the payment of all proper claims 
presented to the Auditor for the issuance of warrants, the Auditor 
shall issue warrants for that proportion of each such claim which 
the money available for the payment of all of said claims bears to 
the whole, and such warrants for such prorated sums shall there- 
upon be paid by the State Treasurer. At the end of each fiscal 
year all unpaid appropriations which exceed the amount of money 
in the State Treasury subject to the payment of the same after the 
proration above provided for, shall thereupon become null and void 
to the extent of such excess. If there shall be in the State Treasury 
at the end of any fiscal year, any money in the general fund in ex- 
cess of the appropriations for that year, such excess shall be cov-

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
is now or who may hereafter be vested with the powers now or 
formerly exercised by the State Auditor of Alabama in the issuance 
of State Warrants, and the word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used shall 
include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement of 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama.

Section 3. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State for at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 4. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as . 
Article A A of the Constitution of Alabama?” “Article A.A. From 
and after the adoption of this amendment it shall be unlawful for the 
Auditor of the State of Alabama to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money belonging to, or administered by, 
the State of Alabama upon the State Treasurer unless and until it 
shall have been certified to such Auditor by such Treasurer that 
there is then in the hands of such Treasurer money available, and 
appropriated, for the full payment of the same. In case there is, at 
the end of any fiscal year, insufficient money in the State Treasury 
for the payment of all proper claims presented to the Auditor for 
the issuance of warrants, the Auditor shall issue warrants for that 
proportion of each such claim which the money available for the 
payment of all of said claims bears to the whole, and such warrants 
for such prorated sums shall thereupon be paid by the State Treas- 
urer. At the end of each fiscal year all unpaid appropriations 
which exceed the amount of money in the State Treasury subject 
to the payment of the same after the proration above provided for, 
shall thereupon become null and void to the extent of such excess. 
If there shall be in the State Treasury at the end of any fiscal year, 
any money in the general fund in excess of the appropriations for 
that year, such excess shall be covered into a special fund for the 
sole benefit of the common schools of Alabama. 

The word ‘Auditor,’ as herein used shall include any officer who 
is now or who may hereafter be vested with the powers now or 
formerly exercised by the State Auditor of Alabama in the issuance 
of State warrants, andthe word ‘Treasurer,’ as herein used shall 
include any officer charged with the custody and disbursement of 
funds belonging to or administered by the State of Alabama. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Article shall, 
on conviction, be punished by a fine of not exceeding Five Thousand 
Dollars ($5,000.00), or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury try- 
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ing the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
Article shall also be ground for impeachment. Yes. No.” The 
choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made dy 
him, or under his direction, expressing his desire. 

Section 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the same, 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officers 
as provided by the election law of the State, for the appointment of 
officers to hold general elections in the State, and the election shall 
be held in all things in accordance with the law governing general 
elections and with the Constitutional provisions concerning amend- 
ments to that instrument. 

Section 6. The votes cast at said election on said amendment 
shall be counted, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the 
Secretary of State in the same manner as in elections of Repre- 
sentatives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election upon 
the proposed amendment, voted in favor of the same, such amend- 
ment shall be valid in all intents and purposes as a part of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by the proclamation of the Governor.

It is the desire of the Treasury to furnish full information about any 
details of this office. 

In prefacing this report, it may be said that the Treasury has labored 
under great difficulty, by reason of excess appropriations and expenses above 
Treasury receipts, the same being doubtless due to the depression and un- 
forseen causes. Not ‘o mention outstanding debts prior to that time, the 
State issued during the fiscal year 1930-1931 aggregate warrants to the extent 
of about $7,803,664.12 in excess of Treasury receipts; during the fiscal year 
~ 1931-1932 excess warrants for $2,625,576.77 or about $10,429,280.89 in excess 
of Treasury receipts during these two fiscal years alone. It will be readily 
seen that the Treasury could not meet all warrants. 


CONSOLIDATED FUNDS 


Nearly a quarter of a century ago, a law was passed by the Legislature 
consolidating all fuids in the Treasury, except Federal and Constitutional 
funds, and wiping out all lines of distinction. Records of the State indicate 
that Constitutional funds were also consolidated. It would appear also that 
since that time these funds have been consolidated, book balances being kept 
as to funds. (It is presumed that the purpose of this law was to permit the 
State to use in emergencies special funds to meet State expenses, thus saving 
large amounts in intrest.) 


MONEY IN TREASURY 


At the beginnirg of this Administration, Jan. 19, 1931, cash in Treasury 
as shown by records was $674,258.89. Most of this amount ($543,322.68) was 
shown to be highwiy building funds, only $130,936.21 being shown for the 
General Fund. Bock balances showed large credits to specific funds, but it 
is generally known that for a period of years the General Fund has been 
largely indebted tc special funds. In mentioning this condition, there is no 
intent of criticizing or casting any aspersions upon those who have preceded 
in office. The Stat income has not been sufficient to meet appropriations 
and expenses, and or some time large sums in warrants have been certifi- 
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cated from one year into the succeeding year for payment, thus largely obli- 
gating, before collected, the new year revenue to pay old year obligations. 
(During the past year no additional warrants have been certificated, but many 
remain unpaid.) 


CERTIFICATED WARRANTS 


(A certificated warrant is one on which there is an agreement by the 
State with some bank or financial agent, that the latter shall pay full face 
value of the warrant to party in whose favor it is drawn, and then with 
certificate attached to warrant carry the same for a given period before pre-.- 
senting to Treasury for payment, interest on the same being paid from Gov- 
ernor’s interest contingent fund. Certificated warrants have been used more 
or less in emergencies by many administrations.) 

Large amounts of warrants on many different funds were certificated for 
payment out of the 1930-31 revenues. 


MONEY COLLECTED IN ADVANCE 


Attention is called to Page 40 of the Loomis, Suifern & Fernald special 
audit (Hopkinson Smith Report) which says that certain educational taxes 
were collected in advance and applied to the year 1929-30. The report adds: 
“In addition there was collected in May, 1930, $337,000.00 advance payment 
of Hydro Electric KWH taxes which, while the cash was used to liquidate 
current debts, was not certified into the Treasury until after October 1, 1930.” 
It will thus be seen that this $337,000.00 paid earlier than due, should be de- 
ducted from 1930-31. receipts. 


LARGE OBLIGATIONS DUE 


On Feb. i, 1931, there was due in New York something over $1,054,000.00 
’ general educational warrants, which the schools had réceived, and which 
warrants were certificated in December, 1930. There was also due heavy 
payments on the General Education Fund and other educational funds. With 
a depleted Treasury the schools faced a crisis and closing. The State ar- 
ranged to re-certificate the warrants then due in New York, and to certifi- 
cate an additional sum for the benefit of schools and eleemosynary institu- 
tions. Total amount of the above was as follows, which the schools and 
eleemosynary institutions received in cash:

Be it further resolved that a Committee of Three be appointed 
by the presiding officer of the Senate to confer with said Senator 
Jordan and advise him of the contents and purpose of this resolu- 
tion, and report back to the Senate the results of said conference 
so that the Senate may be informed as to whether or not Senator 
Jordan will co-operate to the extent herein stated in having said 
charges heard, passed upon and determined in a full and complete 
investigation of said matters. 

Be it further resolved that the said Committee notify all per- 
sons whose names are submitted of the time of said meeting and 
request that parties familiar with the facts and having information 
which can be furnished at said hearing be present in order that 
they may be questioned by Senator Jordan, or his attorneys, or by 
others who care to question them. 

Be it further resolved that all persons interested in the above 
matter be requested to be present and help the Committee and the 
Senators assembled reach a true, just and proper conclusion as re- 
gards the charges referred to and the matters setforth therein.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the Legislature of Alabama, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to the Senate, the body in which it originated, 
Senate Bill No. 197 without my approval. 

I suggest that the bill be amended so as to read as follows: 

“An Act to provide for the leasing to the State Highway Department 
of the State of Alabama by the Alabama State Bridge Corporation of all 
the bridges and other property now owned by the Alabama State Bridge 
Corporation; to nrovide for the method and manner af execution of said 
’ lease and the future use of said property and the tolls to be derived there- 
from; and to make an appropriation for said lease. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the State Highway Department of the State of Alabama, 
with the approval of the Governor, be and it is hereby authorized to rent or 
lease from the Alabama State Bridge Corporation, upon such terms as said 
parties or bodies may agree upon, all of the fifteen toll bridges and other 
property now owned by the Alabama State Bridge Corporation, said lease 
to be for an annual rental or not exceeding Three Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars, which sum or so much thereof as is necessary is hereby appropriated 
for said purpose mentioned in this Act. The Alabama State Bridge Cor- 
poration through its President and Secretary is hereby authorized to execute 
the lease herein provided for and the State Highway Department of the State 
of Alabama is hereby authorized to make this lease through the Highway 
Director with the approval of the Governor of the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. That the said sum of Three Hundred Thousand Dollars 
herein appropriated, or as much thereof as may be necessary, shall be set 
aside as a trust fund out of any money belonging to or heretofore or here- 
after appropriated for the use and benefit of or to the State Highway Depart- 
ment not otherwise heretofore appropriated and shall be paid quarterly or 
semi-annually to the Alabama State Bridge Corporation and shall be used 
by it exclusively for the payment of the interest and/or principal of any 
refunding bonds issued by said Alabama State Bridge Corporation as the 
same fall due or mature, after the net tolls from said bridges shall have 
been applied to the payment of interest and principal of its outstanding 
bonds, and said rental shall be used for no other purpose. 

Section 3... That said lease shall provide that the State Highway De- 
partment of the State of Alabama shall at all times keep repaired and in 
good condition each and every bridge and/or other property so leased as a 
part of the public highway system of the State of Alabama without expense 
to the Alabama State Bridge Corporation, and in case of a destruction of 
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any of said property during the term of said lease the State Highway De- 
partment shall replace or reconstruct such property as is destroyed in addi- 
tion to the annual rental above provided for, and no insurance shall be 
required to be carried on said property. Said lease shall continue for such 
length of time as the Alabama State Bridge Corporation may have out- 
standing any refunding bonds, and said lease shall provide that the State 
Highway Department of the State of Alabama shall have the same rights and 
privileges with respect to said bridges and their use, including the collection 
of tolls, as the Alabama State Bridge Corporation has under the present 
law. No provision in this Act or in said lease shall in any wise operate to 
impair the obligation of any contract now existing whereby Alabama State 
Bridge Corporation is a party thereto. 

Section 314. The rental authorized herein to be paid by State Highway 
Department of the State of Alabama to Alabama State Bridge Corporation 
shall be used only for the purpose of paying the interest and principal 
amortization of refunding bonds hereafter issued by said Alabama State 
Bridge Corporation and none of the interest or principal owing on the 
present outstanding bonds of said Alabama State Bridge Corporation shall 
be paid or payable out of said rental. The net proceeds from the tolls 
derived from said bridges shall be used only for the purpose of paying in- 
terest and principal on outstanding bridge bonds of said Bridge Corpora 
tion. 

Section 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.” . 

When the bill is thus amended I can approve it. 

The bill as passed and sent to me provides that after the execution of 
the lease provided in the Act the tolls shall no longer be collected on the 
bridges built by the Bridge Corporation. I do not believe that the bridges 
should be made free until they are paid for. 

The original intention in passing the law was that the bridges should 
be paid for with tolls collected for their use. At the time people were 
using ferries at heavy expense and were willing to pay toll in order to 
get good convenient bridges to take the place of the ferries. The people 
have never voted on the question of assuming the Five Million Dollars 
of bonded debt and it should not be indirectly placed on them by making 
the bridges free and requiring that the interest and principal on the bonds 
be paid from highway funds. 

I stated in my campaign that the bridges should not be made free and 
had people endorsed this position. In my platform I said on this subject as 
ollows: 


“Free Bridges 


There are 15 bridges—some built and some being constructed in Ala- 
bama. This is being done by a corporation chartered by Act of the Legis- 
lature. It is an agency of the State. Bonds are floated to pay for them. 
The Act provides the cost (approximately $5,000,000.00) must be paid from 
tolls by those using the bridges. The bridges are located in 15 or more 
counties. A bridge here and there connects two counties over a boundary 
stream between them. It is estimated that the toll from the bridges will 
pay the cost (principal and interest) in about five years. And the Act 
provides the bridges will belong to the State and be free to the public when 
the principal and all expenses are paid in full from the tolls. Should the 
entire State now be required to assume this $5,000,000.00 debt, pay it and 
the interest, and declare the bridges free, would this be fair to the 51 or 52 
other counties of the State that have no direct interest in these bridges? 
Would it be right to tax the citizens of 51 or 52 counties who have no con- 
stant use tor these bridges to pay nearly all of this $5,000,000.00? It does 
not seem right and just to me. This debt should be paid, in my opinion, 
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as the law now directs by tolls by those who use the bridges, and when 
it is thus paid, let the bridges be free for the public, as the statute directs. 

“Tf these 15 bridges are made free now, then each taxpayer in Ala- 
bama will pay his pro rata part of the $5,000,000.00, the cost thereof, al- 
though he may never cross one of these bridges.” 

By your vote in caucus you endorsed my platform. Contention has 
been made that it will not cost the State any more to pay the interest and 
principal on the bonds under the plan outlined in this Act than it cost now 
with tolls included. 

By adopting the Act as amended we will get all of the advantages of 
the saving by refunding the bonds and every dollar that can be saved by 
the bill will be saved and in addition thereto the State will have the ad- 
yeoage of the money collected from tolls to pay on the lease of the 

ridges, 

At the time the bonds. were issued it was estimated that the pro- 
ceeds from the tolls would pay the interest and principal. By reason 
of the depression and financial conditions, which were not foreseen, the toll 
has not been sufficient but under a refunding plan where the interest will 
be only four and one-half per cent (444%) and the principal payments 
smaller than at present, we should realize a sufficient amount from tolls 
to pay a large proportion of the interest and principal on the bonds. 

I hope that you will see fit to adopt the amendments and thereby save 
to the State the revenue from tolls which is so badly needed.

THE SUPREME COURT OF ALABAMA 
Tu the Ifciorable Senate of Alabama: 

Your inquiry as to Senate Resolution No. 91, relating to House Bill No. - 
392, involves constitutional questions of great importance. If an answer is 
to serve any practical purpose it musi be made ai once and without oppor- 
tunity of sufficient research and consideration. 

Aside from any objection as to the generality ot the inquiry, it appears 
that the private rights of the holders of the outstanding warrants are in- 
volved, and we do not deem it proper to express an opinion affecting such 
rights in the absence of an adversary proceeding when the parties may be 
heard and the questions duly argued.—In re. Opinion of the Justices, 209

BOULDIN, J. 

I fully agree with my Associates, a majority of members of this Court, 
that the inquiry is of great importance. Indeed, I think that no graver inquiry 
has ever been submitted to us for an advisory opinion. 

I further agree that in no event should an advisory opinion be rendered - 
involving the legal rights of holders of warrants now outstanding under ex- 
isting law. Persons who have in good faith rendered services or furnished 
their effects for the public benefit under contract with the State or its author- 
ized agencies, or pursuant to duty enjoined by law, are entitied to have their . 
rights determined in regular judicial proceedings; given a full and fair hearing 
in court. 

I further agree that in one aspect the present inquiry is too broad. The 
Judges of this Court should not and can not engage in a blanket investigation 
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to determine whether a pending bill is unconstitutional upon any ground. 
Such an undertaking might even involve an examination and supervision of 
the Journals of one or both branches of the Legislature to find if constitu- 
tional requirements have been observed in its passage; matters committed to 
the Legislature. 

But The Senate of Alabama submits to us one definite inquiry, viz.: Is 
House Bill No. 392, named therein the “Warrant Liquidation Act of 1932,” 
violative of Section 213 of the Constitution of Alabama? 

The Senate expresses doubt on this specific question and requests our 
advisory opinions thereon under Code, §10290. That section expressly calls 
for such opinions on “important constitutional questions.” To my mind the 
more important the question, the greater the reason for requesting such 
opinions. 

I am in fullest sympathy with the suggestion that such opinions, in so 
grave a matter, should not be hastily rendered; should have mature consid- 
eration. 

This Court has had occasion in regular judicial proceedings to frequently 
consider our constitutional limitations upon or inhibitions against the creation 
of public debt—Brown, Treasurer v. Gay-Padgett Hdw. Co., 188 Ala. 423; 
Hagan v. Commissioner’s Court of Limestone County, 160 Ala. 544, 49 So. 
417, 37 L. R. A. (N. S.) 1027; Gunter v. Hackworth, 182 Ala. 205. 

During the Regular Session of the present Legislature, and twice during 

the present Special Session, we have rendered advisory opinions upon pro- 
posed measures seeking by legislation to deal with these same matters in 
much the same manner, at least in principle—Opinion of Justices, 223 Ala. 
130; Opinion of Justices, 143 Southern Reporter 289; Opinion of Justices, 
filed October 5th, 1932, Mss. 
‘ By the proposed bill existing warrants, payable out of current appropria- 
tions, but now outstanding for want of present funds in the Treasury, are to 
be surrendered for new warrants bearing interest, and payable, principal and 
interest, from a special appropriation of $1,500, 000.00 per annum, by this bill 
set apart from the general fund from year to year and to continue until they 
are fully paid. 

The bill in effect undertakes to fund these obligations, making the funding 
warrants a charge on future revenues, running through a long and indefinite 
number of years. 

Section 213 expressly forbids the incurring of new debt, which can only 
mean debt incurred after the Constitution was ratified. Assuming that this 
does not include obligations payable out of current revenues levied or leviable 
to meet them, notwithstanding sufficient funds have not come into the Treas- 
ury, I think, when such obligations are funded or replaced by interest-bearing, 
time obligations, and charged against revenues running far into the future, 
the new obligations constitute a debt prohibited by the Constitution. Other- 
wise, any amount of new debt may be created through the methods proposed. 

Strongly convinced that this Act, if passed, will be void, fail of its pur- 
pose, and that the creation of such obligations, like a bonded debt, can only 
be created with the approval of the people by an amendment to the Constitu- 
ae am impelled to so advise The Senate for whatever such opinion is 
worth. 

Mr. Justice Knight concurs and joins in the foregoing.

I am herewith returning to the House of Representatives, the Body in 
which it originated, House Bill No. 416 without my approval. 


to meet my approval: 

1. The first sentence in Section 1 of said bill should be amended so as 
to read as foliows: 

“That on the first Saturday in May 1934, and every two years thereafter, 
three school trustees shall be elected by the patrons of each school in St. 
Clair County, Alabama.” 

2. The first sentence in Section 3 of said bill should be amended so as 
to read as follows: 

“That whenever a vacancy occurs on the Board of School Trustees, 
elected under the provisions of this Act, the same may be filled by the re- 
maining trustees, or on their failure to act within ten days after the resigna- 
tion or removal of the other member, or from the date of the vacancy, then 
the said vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of Education.”

To be entitled an Act to abolish the offices of tax collector and 
tax assessor of Coosa County, Alabama, and to create in lieu there- 
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of the office of tax assessor-collector for Coosa County, Alabama ; 
to provide for the nomination and election of tax assessor-collector, 
to define his duties and powers, to prescribe his qualifications and 
to fix his salary or compensation and provide for payment thereof ; 
to require the tax assessor-collector to execute proper and neces- 
sary bonds for the faithful discharge of his duties as now provided 
by law for tax collectors and tax assessors in the State of Alabama 
are required to execute; to require said tax assessor-collector to 
collect all commissions and fees now required by law for tax col- 
lectors and tax assessors to collect and to pay the same into the 
general funds of Coosa County, Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The offices of tax collector and tax assessor of 
Coosa County, Alabama, are hereby abolished, and in lieu of of- 
fices of tax assessor and tax collector of Coosa County, Alabama, 
the office of tax assessor-collector for Coosa County, Alabama, is 
hereby created and established. 

Section 2. When this act becomes a law, or as soon after as is 
convenient, if the Senate of Alabama is in session, the said Senate 
of Alabama shall elect a tax assessor-collector for Coosa County, 
Alabama; if the Senate of Alabama is not in session when this act 
becomes a law, or should the Senate fail, refuse, or neglect to elect 
the tax assessor-collector for Coosa County, Alabama, then in that 
event the Governor of Alabama shall appoint a tax assessor-collec- 
tor for Coosa County, Alabama. 

Section 3. The term of office of the tax assessor-collector here- 
in created shall be, if nominated or appointed as provided in Sec- 
tion 2 of this Act, shall be until the general election in 1934 and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. The tax assessor-col- 
lector thus elected shall hold office until the first day of September, 
1937 and until his successor is elected and qualifies. Thereafter 
the term of office of the tax assessor-collector shall be for four 
years and until his successor is elected and qualifies. 

Section 4. The tax assessor-collector shall perform all the du- 
ties now required by general law for tax assessors and collectors in 
this State, unless otherwise provided in this act. 

Section 5. Before entering upon his duties as tax assessor-col- 
lector, the said tax assessor-collector shall execute a good and sol- 
vent bond for the faithful discharge of his duties as now required 
by law for tax assessors and tax collectors in this State, in a sum as 
provided for both tax assessor and tax collector of this State in 
Coosa County, Alabama. 

Section 6. The tax assessor-collector shall receive for his en- 
tire compensation or salary the sum of Twenty-Four Hundred 
($2400.00) Dollars per annum, divided into twelve equal monthly 
installments, on a warrant drawn by the Probate Judge of Coosa 
County, Alabama on the first day of each month for the succeeding 
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month’s salary, on the County Treasurer or Depositary and pay- 
able out of any general funds in the County Treasury. In addition 
the salary herein provided the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) 
Dollars annually shall be paid to the Deputy Tax Assessor-Collec- 
tor of Coosa County, Alabama, for a term of not less than eight 
months work, payable in equal monthly installments on warrants 
drawn by the Probate Judge of Coosa County, Alabama and pay- 
able out of the special fund herein created. 

Section 7. The tax assessor-collector shall have power and 
authority to appoint some suitable and qualified person as a depu- 
ty tax assessor-collector to discharge any duties of the tax assessor- 
collector may assign him.

The tax assessor-collector is hereby relieved of 
making a book of assessments for the county, but he shall compile 
the original assessment sheet by precinct or beats and this shall 
constitute to all intents and purposes the book of assessments for 
Coosa County, Alabama. Said original sheets shall be securely 
bound for preservation. 

Section 10. The tax assessor-collector of Coosa County, Ala- 
bama shall collect all commissions, fees and penalties and all other 
compensation now required by law to be collected by the tax col- 
lectors of this State for tax assessors and tax collectors and shall 
pay said sums or amounts into the County Treasury on or by the 
first of each month after they are collected; and such sums. shall 
constitute a special fund from which the salary of the tax assessor- 
collector and that of the deputy assessor-collector shall be paid and 
it shall constitute a preferred claim against said special fund.

Each circuit judge holding court in said counties at 
a place other than at the county site, shall appoint not exceeding 
two bailiffs to serve in his division of the court, who shall be paid 
one hundred and forty dollars ($140.00) each, per month, out of 
the county treasury. 

Section 4. The judges referred to in Section 1 of this Act, may 
together appoint a jury bailiff to be known as the jury bailiff of 
the civil division of said court, who shall be paid ($140.00) one 
hundred and forty dollars, per month out of the county treasury. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective on December 1st,

3. That the said Senator Jordan solicited and demanded in 
two telephone conversations the sum of, to-wit: $100.00 as part of 
$250.00 alleged to have been agreed to be paid as compensation or 
expense money for passage of said Senate Bill 227 through the 
Senate and claimed that one Lee Castlebury had agreed to pay said 
amount to him as expense money or compensation for his services 
in connection with said bill: 

4. That the said Senator Jordan made demand upon the said 
Lee Castlebury over the telephone in one or more conversations

Upon the 
adoption of this amendment to the Constitution the salary of each 
Commissioner of the City of Mobile shall be $4,000.00 per year un- 
til the Legislature shall otherwise fix the salary of said officers. 

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered, with the 
amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by a proclamation of 
the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State, for at least 8 successive weeks 
next preceeding the date hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. That at the general election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday of November 1984 which is more 
than three months after the final adjournment of the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature at which this amendment is proposed, an 
election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment. Upon the bal- 
lots used at such election shall be printed the following, viz:-

The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to time, 
by general or local laws without prior publication of notice or ad- 
vertisement, fix, regulate and alter the salary, fees or compensation 
of any officer holding any civil office of profit under the City of:

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. President : 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to re- 
port that said committee, in session, has compared the following 
enrolled bills and S. J. R. with the engrossed and original bills and

“provided further that the salary of the Secretary of State shall be 
$4,000.00 per annum; the salary of the State Auditor shall be $4,000.00 per 
annum; the salary of the State Treasurer shall be $4,000.00 per annum; 
and the salary of the Chief Examiner of Accounts shall be $4,000.00 per 
annum”, : 

6. Amend Section 2 of the Bill by substituting for the period (.) at 
the end of the Section a semicolon (;) and by adding the following provi- 
sion: 

“provided that the act shall become effective as to the Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court on the expiration of the present 
terms of the two Associate Justices last expiring”. 

My reasons for recommending the foregoing amendments to the Bill as 
passed by you are as follows: 

I believe that the salary of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Alabama, of the Associate Justices of the Supreme Court and of the 
Governor should not be less than $6,000.00 per annum. You understand, of 
course, that this does not effect me personally. The reduction in salary 
begins with the term of my successor and is not in effect during my term. 
If it applied to my salary I would not make the recommendation that the 
reduction be less than the amount in the bill. I stated to you in my opening 
message and in other messages that I would be glad to accept any reduc- 
tion which you might make in my salary. 

While we are in a great depression we must think and act as far as 
possible for the good of the State of Alabama and I can not believe that 
it would be well to reduce the salaries of the Chief Executive and Supreme 
Court Judges below $6,000.00. 

2. I have recommended a lower percentage than that in the bill as 
passed by you where the salaries are below $8,000.00 for the reason that 
I do not believe that the employees can do the work and live in Montgom- 
ery for less compensation than that suggested by me in the amendment. 
In all of the places effected by these reductions the full time of each offi- 
cial or employee is required. In order for an official or employee to do 
efficient work he must make a living wage. I believe that the percentage 
reductions recommended in the amendment are reasonable and hope that 
you will find them so. 

3. The salary of the Secretary of State, State Auditor, State Treasurer 
and Chief Examiner of Accounts has already been reduced $1,200.00 by the 
abolishment of the Budget Commission. I do not believe that these salaries 
should be further reduced and I think that the salaries should remain at 
$4,000.00. 

4. I suggested the amendment with reference to the salaries of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, that the reduction begin at the expiration of 
the present terms of the two Associate Justices last expiring, for the reason 
that my attention has been called to the fact that if this amendment were not 
made some members of the Court would be paid less than other members. 
All members would be doing the same work and would be working to- 
gether. A portion would be working for $5,400.00 and a portion for $7,500.00 
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under the bill as passed and a portion would be working for $6,000.00 and 
a portion for $7,500.00 under the amendment suggested by me if the last 
amendment with reference to the time the act goes into effect with reference 
to salaries of the Judges of the Supreme Court were not adopted.

feriors approved February 3, 1923, and shall continue, and the un- 
expended balances thereof shall not revert to or to be recovered 
into the General Treasury of the State of Alabama at the end of any 
fiscal year. (3) For the support, maintenance and repairs of the 
Alabama Boys Industrial School, a sum not to exceed $4.68 and not 
less than $3.75 a week for every one of all the inmates of said school, 
the total of which shall not exceed $101,822.00”. (4) For the sup- 
port, maintenance and repairs of the State Training School for 
Girls, a sum not to exceed $4.68 and not less than $3.75 a week for 
every one of all the inmates of said school, the total of which shall 
not exceed $35,000.00.” (5) For the support, maintenance and re- 
pairs of the Alabama Reform School for Juvenile Law-Breakers, a 
sum not to exceed $2.00 a week for everyone of all the students 
lawfully attending and being instructed in school, the total of 
which shall not exceed $38,426.00. 

Section 3214. The Alabama School for the Deaf and Blind. 
There is hereby appropriated out of the general fund of the State 
of Alabama for the maintenance, support, insurance and upkeep of 
the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind, an educational in- 
stitution which is a division of the Public Schools of Alabama, the 
sum of two hundred ninety-six dollars ($296.00) per pupil, such 
appropriation to be based on the number of pupils enrolled on the 
first day of January of each year, and to be drawn quarterly in ad- 
vance by the Treasurer of the Board of the Alabama Institute for 
Deaf and Blind and to be disbursed as directed by said Board. Any 
balance from this appropriation at the end of each year shall remain 
in the hands of the Treasurer of said institution and shall not re- 
vert to the State.”

(1) For salary of Di- 
rector, $6,000.00 for every year. (2) For interest and sinking funds 
on outstanding highway bonds so much of the gasoline taxes and 
motor vehicle licenses collected, as may be necessary to pay the | 
same. (3) For maintenance and construction of roads and bridges, 
and other expenses of the highway department, the rest and residue 
of gasoline taxes, motor vehicle licenses, and all other revenues 
coming in or accruing to the Highway Department, by virtue of 
Federal Aid, Statutes of Alabama, or otherwise. 
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Section 35. Department of Agriculture and Industries. For 
salary of Commissioner of Agriculture and Industries and for per- 
sonal services and other expenses operating the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries, the Agricultural Fund in accordance 
with the provisions of the Agricultural Code of Alabama. Provid- 
ed, however, that said Department shall only expend the monies 
in such fund as provided in said Agricultural Code of 1927. 

Section 36. Pensions. There is hereby appropriated such an 
amount as may be necessary to pay all the pensions allowed to Con- 
federate soldiers and sailors and their widows as now provided by 
law, payable out of the proceeds from the levy of the one mill tax 
for needy Confederate soldiers, and sailors the balance if any 
necessary for the payment thereof to be paid out of any monies in 
the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated.

Section 38. Except as herein otherwise provided, the amounts

BILLS ON THIRD READING RESUMED 


The bill: 

H.670. To impose an excise tax in addition to any and all 
other excise taxes now imposed by law on persons, corporations, 
copartnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the 
business of selling, distributing, refining, storing, or withdrawing 
from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline or other liquid 
motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this State; and 
providing for the collection and payment of such tax; and for the 
examination of the books and records of any persons, corporations. 
copartnerships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the 
business of selling, distributing, refining, storing or withdrawing 
from storage for any purpose whatsoever gasoline or other liquid 
viding a penalty for any false statements made in making reports 
to the State Tax Commission; providing for the distribution of the 
funds derived therefrom, and the use to which such funds may be 
put; and providing for the enforcement of this Act and fixing a 
penalty for violation of any of the provisions hereof.

Mr. Garrett offered the following amendment to said bill to- 
motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in this State; pro- 
wit: 

Amend H. 670 by adding Section 15% in the following words 
and figures to-wit: 

That such an amount of money realized from 
the tax herein levied as is equal in amount to the interest and prin- 
cipal due annually on any refunding bonds ot the Alabama State 
Bridge Corporation, be and the samé is hereby set aside for the pur- 
pose of making payment on such interest and principal on such re- 
funding bonds as the same falls due or becomes payable, which 
shall be paid to the Alabama State Bridge Corporation annually as 
a rental or lease of said bridges and other property now owned by 
the Alabama Bridge Corporation, and which shall be used by the 
said Bridge Corporation solely for the purpose of paying the inter- 
est and principal on said bonds and said Alabama Bridge Corpora- 
tion is hereby authorized to execute to the Highway Department 
of the State of Alabama a lease of such property and the Highway 
Department of the State of Alabama is hereby directed to accept

First. The Committee recommends that the Senate recede from its 
amendment to said bill and adopt in lieu thereof, the following as a substitute 
for House Bill No. 644: 

A bill to be entitled An Act to further regulate the bailiffs in the Circuit 
Court in all counties in the State of Alabama having a population of two 
hundred (200,000) thousand or more, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal Census; to provide for the appointment of bailiffs in such court, and 
to provide for and fix the compensation of such bailiffs. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That in all counties of the State of Alabama having a popu- 
lation of two hundred thousand (200,000) or more, according to the last or 
any subsequent Federal Census, each circuit judge in the civil division of the 
circuit court may appoint not exceeding two bailiffs to serve in his division 
of such court. Said bailiffs shall each be paid ($150.00) one hundred and 
fifty dollars per month out of the county treasury of such counties. 

Section 2. Each circuit judge in the criminal division in such counties, 
and each circuit judge charged with the primary or preferential duty of try- 
ing quasi-criminal cases, shall appoint not exceeding three bailiffs to serve 
in his division of such court. The judges referred to in this section may 
together appoint an additional bailiff to be known as the jury bailiff. Said 
bailiffs shall be paid one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00) per month, each, 
out of the county treasury. 

Section 3. Each circuit judge holding court in said counties at a place 
other than at the county site, shall appoint not exceeding two bailiffs to 
serve in his division of the court, who shall be paid one hundred and fifty 
dollars ($150.00) each, per month out of the county treasury. 

Section 4. The judges referred to in Section 1 of this Act, may together 
appoint a jury bailiff to be known as the jury bailiff of the civil division of 
said court, who shall be paid ($150.00) one hundred and fifty dollars, per 
month out of the county treasury. 

Section 5. This Act shall become effective on December 1, 1932, and 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Second. Your Committee on conference further recommends that the 
House of Representatives concur in the Substitute above set out to House 
Bill 644 and adopt the same.

16 thereof and substituting therefor the following words ‘Presiding 
Judge of the Circuit Court of such County”. 

And requested a Committee of Conference. 

Thereupon, on motion of Mr. Edmundson, the Senate concurred 
in and adopted the following amendment by the House to S. 206, 
the title of which is above set out, to-wit: 

Amendment to S. 206: 

Amend Section 3 so as to read as follows: 

Section 3. There shall be a clerk of said Court who shall be 
elected by the County Commission or other like governing body 
of the County and who shall serve for a term of one year and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. At the expiration of the term 
of office of said clerk and each one year thereafter his successor 
shall be appointed by the County Commission or other like govern- 
ing body of the County for a term of one year and until his succes- 
sor is elected and qualified. Said clerk before entering upon the 
duties of his office shall take the oath of office as prescribed by 
the Constitution of Alabama and enter into bond, the amount there- 
of to be fixed by the County Commission or oihe: like governing 
body of Jefferson County, and conditioned as other official bonds 
as required by law to be conditioned and to be approved by the Pro- 
bate Judge of the County, the premium on such bond to be paid out 
of the General Fund of the County. 

The said Clerk shall be subject to impeachment for the same 
causes and in the same manner as now provided by law for the im- 
peachment of other County officials. The compensation of such 
clerk shall be fixed by the County Commission of Jefferson County 
and payable out of the General Fund of the County in equal month- 
ly installments. 

Amend Section 4 so as to read as follows: 

Section 4. The Clerk of said Court may appoint as many 
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clerks or deputies as may be needful or necessary in the judgment 
of the County Commission of Jefferson County for the proper con- 
duct of the affairs of said office and said clerk and deputies shall 
receive such compensation, payable out of the General Fund of the 
county, as may be fixed by the County Commission or other like 
governing body of the County. Said deputies and clerks shall 
serve at the pleasure of the clerk of the Court; provided that the 
clerk who serves be the North Birmingham branch of said court 
shall be appointed and serve at the pleasure of the County Commis- 
sion, 

And to amend S. 206 as follows: 

By striking out Section 5 thereof and substituting therefor Sec- 
tion 4% as follows: 

Section 41%4. The Clerk of said Court shall issue all processes 
out of this Court, approve all bonds and keep the dockets of the 
Court; he shall certify all appeals and certiorari and generally do 
and perform all clerical duties proper and necessary for the conduct 
of the Court. The fees and costs that are now allowed by law in 
the Municipal Courts of Birmingham (Civil Divisions—First and 
Third Divisions) shall be taxed and collected as provided by law 
in such cases and shall be by the Clerk paid into the County Treas- 
ury, and provided that no part of the Court costs so taxed shall be 
a cost as a trial tax.

To amend S. 206 further as follows: 

By striking out the words “County Commission or other like 
governing body of the County” where said words appear in Section 
16 thereof and substituting therefor the following words “Presid- 
ing Judge of the Circuit Court of such County”.

STATEMENT FROM SENATOR LEE EDMUNDSON RELATING TO 
JEFFERSON COUNTY LEGISLATION 


It seems proper that I should inform the Senate what happened in refer- 
ence to the Conference Committee appointed to consider various Jefferson 
County bills. The committee on the part of the House consisted of Repre- 
sentatives Cooper Green, Charles West and Amzi Barber, the latter acting 
for Rep. Lewey Robinson, who was absent, and the committee on the part of 
the Senate consisting of Senators Fletcher, McDaniel and myself. I repre- 
sented my senatorial colleagues at the conference. 
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At this conference five members of the House were present, in addition 
to the conferees, Representatives Tate and Bradford being present. After a full 
discussion lasting several hours nine bills which had been referred to the Con- 
ference Conimittee were fully agreed on. The conference report was drawn up 
by an attorney under instructions of the committee. When the House con- 
vened Friday morning this report was presented to the House conferees for 
their signature, but all except Rep. Green repudiated their conference agree- 
ment and refused to sign the document. 

Later in the day, they signed the conference reports on three of the nine 
bills, these bills being measures in which the Senate had receded from its 
amendments. The county attorney bill, which abolishes that office, thereby 
saving Jefferson County taxpayers a considerable sum, was amended in con- 
ference to suit Rep. West. His ideas were incorporated in the bill. He re- 
fused to sign the conference report on this bill. It was stated in the Confer- 
ence Committee by one of the House members that when the salary bills 
passed the House they knew the salaries were reduced too much and were 
unfair. 

We agreed in conference that the amendments adopted were in line with 
compensation paid county officials in other counties of the State, and that we 
could not expect a higher order of public service from these officials at less 
compensation than that fixed by the Conference Committee. 

I acted in good faith, and thought the House members from Jefferson 
County were acting in good faith also. Why this change and breach of the 
agreement made with the Senate conferees took place I do not know. I do 
know, however, that many lawyers considered the House bills unconstitu- 
tional, and to prevent any question as to the constitutionality of these bills I 
called the chairman ot the County Commission to Montgomery and went over 
the bills with him, and at my suggestion an attorney was employed to correct 
any defects in the House bills, to the end that the county economy program 
might not be jeopardized, as apparently hoped for by some of the House 
members. 

To this end the office holders affected were invited to Montgomery. 
Sheriff James F. Hawkins brought with him a letter addessed to the County 
Commission, agreeing to accept a cut of $2,500 a year, and waiving any right 
to claim the salary heretofore given him by statute. 

Tax Assessor L. A. Whetstone and Tax Collector J. W. Hamilton en- 
tered into agreements of like effect. Probate Judge Eugene Hawkins also 
came to Montgomery and voluntarily signed a similar agreement, a copy of 
which I wish to read to the Senate.

County Commission of Jefferson County, Birmingham, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

in order ihai my position may not be misunderstand in the matter of 
salary reduction affecting the Probate Judge’s office, I am making the follow- 
ing statement: 

There is a bill pending in the Senate, having already passed the House, 
which fixes the salary of the Probate Judge at $6,000.00 per annum. The 
Senate proposes to amend this bill to read $6,500.00. If same is done it may 
affect the validity of the bill. With this in mind I desire to say that regard- 
less of the validity of this bill, I will accept it in good faith and will not litigate 
it for the present term of office which expires in January, 1935, nor attempt 
to profit by virtue of any defect that may arise. However, it is my inten- 
tion to receive the full amount ($6,500.00) and should this figure be reduced 
by virtue of the “occupational tax” or otherwise, I will feel at liberty to con- 
test it up to that figure. 

Yours very truly, 
EUGENE H. HAWKINS, 
Probate Judge.” 
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I took it that Judge Hawkins was sincere in entering into this agreement, 
but later, I am reliably informed by members of the House, Judge Hawkins 
opened a campaign to have the amount agreed upon by him increased. This, 
in repudiation of a solemn agreement made by him. 

I ask you if this could have influenced any of the Jefferson County 
House delegation? After his campaign began the views of some of the House 
members were changed completely. : 

The House members shirked their responsibility and passed in some cases 
several bills on the same subject, these bills conflicting each with the other. 
To illustrate, three bills passed the House in reference to regulating bailiffs; 
four bills passed fixing compensation of circuit judges. There were numerous 
other duplicated bills. 

One bill, introduced in the House by Rep. Morrow and passed, would 
have caused the City of Birmingham to default in its bond obligations accord- 
ing to a statement made to me by Commissioner Jones. Another of Rep. 
Morrow’s bills required the County of Jefferson to pay fees for publication 
of legal notices where private citizens were involved and the county had no 
interest whatsoever. This bill I considered a raid on the treasury and re- 
fused to pass it. 

Another bill, which I passed in the Senate and sent to the House, con- 
solidated the municipal courts, abolishing one of the judges and one set of the 
clerks, thereby saving the taxpayers $15,000 a year, according to information 
given me by the county commission chairman. This bill was amended in the 
House, and the House amendments with a minor change were agreed to in 
conference, but some of the conferees repudiated this agreement also. 

Judge Arthur Jenkins has been in Montgomery lobbying against this bill. 
He stated to me within the last few hours that he was against all economy 
where it affected his own pocket book. 

It is a fact that the only outside interference, so far as I know, with the 
Jefferson County economy program, has been brought about through the 
activity of Probate Judge Eugene Hawkins and Judge Arthur Jenkins, of 
municipal court. 

Without assistance from members of the House, I am tonight attempting 
to straighten out and pass the municipal court bill saving $15,000 a year for 
the taxpayers of my county and pass salary bill for economy.
